Regents approve annual 
budget for Stout 


A $22 million annual 
operating budget was ap-: 
proved for Stout by the UW- 
System Board of Regents. 
Approximately 65 per cent 
of the funding will come 
from General Purpose 
Revenues (GPR) , which 
are general tax dollars; the 
remainder will come from 
grants, fees and auxiliary 
enterprises such as food 
service and residence halls, 
_ which are paid for by people 
using these facilities. 


- Salaries for faculty, 
academic staff and 
classified employees total 
$11.8 million. About $7.2 
million will” be. spent for 
supplies and services; $2.2 
million for fringe benefits, 
and $620,000 for equipment. 


A grant to finance the first 
year of a three-year ex- 
perimental project to train 
housewives as 
paraprofessional counselors 
has been awarded to Stout 
by the U.S. Department of 
Health, Education and 
Welfare. 


The $59,000 grant from the 
National Institute of Mental 
Health will be uséd to train 
selected housewives to 
provide intermediate and 
preventive health care 
services for other women. 


Mrs. Lee Morical, project 
director, said the grant is 
primarily for what she 

termed ‘“‘non-urban’’ 
housewives, explaining it is 
available to women in rural 


‘channel. 


The salary package in- 
cludes average raises of 6.5 
per cent for most em- 
ployees. 


‘Other highlights of the 


* budget are: 


—Educational Television. 
About $60,000 has been 
approved to operate a 
regional television 
production facility housed 
on the campus. The facility 
will be operated in con- 


junction with the state’s 


Educational Com- 
munications Board to serve 
various agencies in the area 
and will provide local 
program origination 
capabilities for WHWC-TV, 
the area educational 


—Enrollment Capping. 
Funds have been provided 
to meet the predicted

areas and in communities 
not located in large 
metropolitan areas. 


Applications are now 
being accepted for the nine- 
week training program, 
which begins Jan. 14. 
Stipends of $300_and fully- 
paid tuition will be awarded 
to the six women selected 
for the initial training 
period. 

‘After her training, each 
woman will be qualified to 
work as a peer counselor 
with community self-help 
groups; in hospitals, nur- 
sing homes, churches and 
mental health facilities,” 
Mrs. Morical stated. She 
added women who have 
spent part of their lives as 
housewives have certain 


enrollment of 5,600 students 
for the fall semester, which 
has been limited by Board 
of Regent action.

Someone has a secret. It’s 
a secret policy. Shhhh, no 
one knows about it yet; no 
one, that is, but those 
students who followed 
directions during 
registration last Tuesday. 
These students strolled to 
Johnson Fieldhouse at 1:30 
p.m., as per directions, to 
add and drop classes. But 
lo! Other students had been 
adding and dropping classes 
all morning.

These same bewildered 
students then waited in line 
until 3 p.m. only to be told 
that. they had to complete 
class changes by 3:10 
because teachers had a 3:20 
meeting.

The registrar’s 
representatives, those of- 
ficials in charge of ac- 
cepting class changes, then 
informed those students, the 
same ones who followed 
directions, that they ab- 
solutely had to have the 
signatures of the vanished 
faculty.

Ronald,E. Hanson, chief of . 


the Menomonie. Police 
Department, has expressed 
the need for bike riders and 


pedestrians to follow state 


laws and city ordinances. 
These laws will now be 
enforced more than they 
have been in the past. With 
school in session the 
problems increase as the 
population increases. 
Hanson has_ received 
several complaints con- 
cerning bikers and 
pedestrians. Most of the 
complaints have originated 
from the downtown area. 
The following laws and 
ordinances are ones that 
Chief Hanson mentioned. 
These will -be~ enforced 
strictly. 
—no riding bikes on 
sidewalks, except in a few 
designated areas: _ 
~stop signs and other 
traffic signs must be obeyed 
by bike riders. (State Law) 
-—bicycles must be 
registered with the city and 
license plates purchased 
(fee of $1 for one year and $2 
for two years) - 
dinance) .~ 
bicycles must have a 
back red-reflector and a 
front or body white-light 


which can be’ seen at 500‘ 


feet. (State Law) 


(City Or- 


bikers must yield to 
pedestrians at crosswalks 


(same as autos) and keep to ! 


the right. 

Crosswalk violators will 
also_be fined .as well: as 
autos not yielding to busy 
crosswalk areas. 
Crosswalks are clearly 


marked and some places 


are specifically marked 
“No Pedestrian Crossing."’ 
Bikes are vehicles, so 
basically the laws are the 
sare as for automobiles. 
The rate of bike theft is 
increasing. It

“Saturday nite was a shock to the team,” 
stated Head Coach Sten Pierce. ‘‘The team 
must be shocked to reality. | don’t believe the 


team members realize their football potential.’ 
These, were the first words used Ly Pierce to 


describe his feelings after the Hustlin’ Blue | 


Devils fell in defeat to the Winona Warriors by a 
score of 35-9. = 

Saturday night when the Blue Devils take the 
field they will be running a ‘simple offense. The 
basics of football will be mainly stressed with 
this offensive arrangement. This will be a big 
change in the regular game plans as the simple 
offense will replace the ‘’Deleware’’ offensive 
system that has been previously used here. 

Coach Pierce was very definite about his 
decision to change the offensive attack. He 
stated, “’The preparation time is not. long 
enough here.

with a knee injury he received in the annual 
Biue-White varsity scrimmage.

The Board of Regents feel 
that this emergency ruling 
is necessary in order to 
preserve public peace and 
safety. In a statement 
recently issued, the Regents 
reported, “If this situation 
(bottle throwing) is allowed 
to continue, the likelihood of 
spectator or player injury is 
high in any spectator 
facility in the system.” 

The emergency rules go 
into effect Friday, Sep 


tember 12, 1975 and will 
remain in effect for 120 
days. In essence, the rules 
provide for a fine of $500 or 
imprisonment if not more 
than 90 days, or both. 

Any person carrying or 
possessing any disposable 
container within the con- 
fines of public areas in 
spectator, facilities will be 
subject™ to-the ruling. A 
disposable Container means 
any bottle, metal can, or 
toehr container designed or 
_used for carrying liquids or 
solids but does not include a 


personally owned container 


designed for reuse and 
originally purchased as a 
refillable container. The 
provisions of this ruling do 
not apply to containers 
purchased from authorized 
concessionaries who are 
required __to-__ dispense 
beverages to consumers in 
either paper or plastic 
containers. 

The throwing or dropping 
of any hard object, bottle, 
metal can, container, or 
other item of a similar 
nature within the confines of 
spectator facilities is also 
prohibited.

Newa brought the Soccer 
Club budget before the 
Financial Committee. 
Committee members at 
’ first. refused the request, 
but further debate showed 
that the Soccer Club did 
serve the campus. The 
Soccer Club doesn’t make 
formal cuts of players, 
explained Ngwa, but does 
limit

matches. The Soccer Club is

The deer hunting season, 
one of the best challenges to 
the game hunter, begins 
October 4 in Minnesota and 
September 20 in Wisconsin. 
Deer quota permits will be 
necessary in Wisconsin. 


They can be obtained by 


writing to the DNR in 
Madison and including a fee 
of $5 and stubs from four 
licenses. This must be in no 
later than October 17. Deer 
check-ins around Dunn 
‘County include Dennis’ 
Standard in Menomonie and 
Leur Service in Ridgeland, 
Wisconsin. 

The counties most apt to 
be target deer hunting 
grounds for the November

So you killed your deer, 
bagged your ducks and shot 
your squirrels. Now what? 


It’s only appropriate that 
the animal be skinned, 
gutted and made ready for 
the evening meal. The 
unique flavor of wild meat is 
a delicacy during the 
hunting season and 
shouldn’t be put to shame by 
insufficient cooking 
techniques.

since wild animals have a 
quicker pace and more 
vigorous life style than farm 
animals. Wild game meat 


should be cooked slowly,- 


preferrably with an acidic- 
based tenderizer. Orange 
juice, tomato juice and sour 
cream are commonly used 
as bastes. 


Venison has a _ superb 
flavor, especially when 
suet, butter or another fat is 
present during the cooking 
process. 


Wild game leaves the 
cook open to ex- 
perimentation. Seasonings 
can be added to enhance or 
disguise the flavor, sauces 
can be used to lend a variety 
in the meal. Though some 
people are satisfied with the 
meat alone, most like a 
complete meal. The rare 
flavor of wild game is not

Other 
favorites with wild meat 
include: sweet-sour cab- 
bage, braised celery, sweet 
potatoes and tart jellies. 


It is suggested that 
freezing times of wild game 
are limited to the following: 

venison — 10 months to a 
year 

duck — 4 months 

Grouse — 6 months 

Pheasant — 6 to 8 months 

Squirrel — 4 to 5 months 


Below are some recipes 
for wild game.

shooting waterfowl 


Don’t shoot unless you 
know what breed of 
waterfowl you’re aiming 
at!! 

Research and experience 
is necessary in Wisconsin 
this season because of the 
point system in filling bag 
limits. Ducks should be 
identified by hunters on the 
wing, to avoid scarcity of a 
species and get more 
waterfowl on the table. 
Certain ducks dwell in 
certain habitats. Mallards 
and pintails live in shallow 
waters, diving ducks linger 
by deeper ponds. This type 
of observation is ex- 
trememly important to the 
conservation of wild life 
while hunting. 


There is an. estimated 2 
percent increase in the total 
North American duck 
breeding population, but the 
local enthusiasm and 
waterfowl amount will 
depend on the weather. An 
early cold spell could send 
the prospective predates to 
a southernly location. In a 


general sense, duck hunter 
can look forward. to a 
exciting, active season. 

The point system require 
that the hunter ’callit ada 
when his bag . limit, in 
cluding the bird just shot 
exceeds 100 points.

Knutson was born and raised in Moorhead, Minnesota. 
Moorhead is located in the northwestern part of Minn. near 
the border of North Dakota. 


Knutson spent his high school days in this‘town. Most of _ 


his energies and ambitions lay in- the field of ph ony igh 
educ: — on. He was.a ten-sport letterman for Moorhea 
School and was honored the ‘‘Outstanding Senior “athiete 
Award” in his final year. Letters he received were in the 

following sports: Basketball-3, Baseball-3, Track-2, and 
Football-2. 

After graduation Knutson decided to attend his home 
town college of Concordia. He continued his “‘jock’’ career 
participating in football for four years, and baseball and 
basketball for one year. Intramural sports were also part of 
his college activities. 

“T remembered when the varsity tennis coach would call 
me up and ask me ‘to play in the next match that was 
scheduled,"’ stated Knutson. ‘‘They would ask me to play in 
the away meets because [ was the only player who had a car 
and would offer to drive.

Knutson enlisted in Officers Candidate School (OCS), 
and, since he was an enlistee, he had his choice of military 
schooling. Knutson went to artillery school and graduated 


first in his class, then signed up for the Adjutant General : 


Corps which is an administrative branch of the military: 

He spent the next two years in Fairbanks, Alaska where 
he was part of the Special Services at Fort Wainright 
Knutson took an additional year of military commitment so

The 
DNR has already Issued a preliminary en- © 
vironmental impact study on the ‘trail. In 
November, an environmental impact hearing 
with sworn testimony will be held. 

Alfresco and STOUTONIA encourage all 
students to let the DNR know how they feel 
about the proposed Red Cedar Trail. The 
development of the trail would be beneficial to 
not only outdoor enthusiasts of Dunn County, 
but to all residents of the county, including 
students.

They followed guidelines set 
for a child’s age and ability 
to play with such a toy. 

Ideas had to be totally 
researched and surveys 
taken. The next step was to 
make prototypes of the 
products (seen in the pic- 
Ture) and evaluate them 
thoroughly and the, 


place October 14. This sale 
helps them get an idea of 
how large their mass 
production should be and 
how they should handle it. 
Not only getting an estimate 
of how many were needed, 
but also a down payment of 
two dollars was acquired 
giving them money to 
purchase supplies needed 
for the mass production. 
The remainder of the total 
fee will be collected upon 
delivery of the product. 
Mall production will soon be 
initiated and the final sale 
will take place in the later 
part of November. 
Another aspect of 
production learned is the 
labor and skill often needed. 
The patterns had: to be 
made. The toys are made of 
white pine that comes in 
eight and one quarter inch 
pieces. The white pine had 
to be cut according to the 
patterns, sanded by hand 
and machine, and finished 
by hand. The class learned 
that the finish must be 


were then assembled by 
hand. 


The company 
stockholders will be repaid 
upon sale of the toys. As of 
yet, the profit is unknown. 
The price of one set is $8.95. 
When the final sales are 
made, the toys may be 
purchased individually. 
When Russ and Rich were 
heard to say, “I’ve got such 
a good deal for you, two 
bucks down and the rest 
later!’’ and ‘‘What a deal!’’ 
the response was ‘‘Sold!!” 

Rich’s response to the 
learning experience was, 
“You learn to handle 
problems you run into and 
really solve them’ Russ 
included, ‘‘It’s a great 
learning experience, 
especially for high school 
kids who so often don’t go on 
to school.’’ He would hope to 
use this experience as an 
example for a class he may 
someday teach.

Kraemer said thie 
program is. designed to 
meet individual needs 
‘Each individual provides a 
new challenge,’ he said 
“That's what makes it so 
interesting. Each disability 
provides a new problem.” 


Kraemer begins with a 
thorough evaluation of the 
patient, working closely 
with medical personnel, to 
determine the extent of the 
disability and the potential 
an individual has to learn to 
drive. Then modified or 
specially equipped vehicles 
are outfitted with apparatus 
necessary to compensate 
for the person's handicap 
“That varies 
disability,"’ said Kraemer 
“We use a trial and error 
method to get individuals 
into positions where they 
can operate all the controls 
ona vehicle. From there it's 
pretty much like teaching a 
person.”

driving permit. Those who 
have held’a license prior to 
their injury can usually 
begin their instruction 
behind the wheel. According 
to Kraemer, length of in- 
struction depends on the 
individual's _ disability. 
Some students require as 
few as six hours. while 
others may need 30 to 40 
hours. ‘‘The main thing is 
the severity of their 
disability and how it affects 
the driving task,’’ Kraemer 
said. Regardless of the 
amount of time spent behind 
the wheel, each student is 
charged a flat fee of around 
$15, which is often picked up 
by the agency that. refers 
the client to the program. 


Students who complete 
the program are expected to 
pass the road test for a 
regular driver’s license, 
using either the project's 
vehicles or their own cars. 

Kraemer..indicated that 


he is also directing the 
service toward mentally 
retarded persons, who are 
capable of learning to drive.

“Some people are critical of the news we print. 
The fact is, however, that newspapers must be 
allowed to print anything they wish to, only 


- subject to libel or slander laws. 


The First Amendment to the Constitution 
guarantees that we have a free press. It doesn’t 
guarantee a fair press or aresponsible press... 
orily a free press. The First Amendment has 


protected all newspapers, whether they be good 


or bad. : 

The Stoutonia is a free press. It is no longer 
subservient to the Stout administration or the 
Board of Regents. The journalism minor at 
Stout is not affiliated with the paper, and has 
not been for quite a number of years. This year 
members of the paper are solely responsible for 
its editorial pélicy and content. 


Keep in mind that any limitation placed on 


-—_the-right of .free_expression of any person or _ 


group, no matter how repugnant their cause 
may be, is an infringement on the rights of all of

Reason, responsibility, and good judgement _ 


have prevailed, and will continue to do so, as 
long as we are independent and free.

COMMON SENSE SAFETY 

Last Sunday‘s accident in-Harvey Hall could 
have been prevented. A clock that suddenly 
falls after remaining in a stationary position for 
almost fifty years isn’t moved by an act of God. 
That clock was moved by some imbecile 
dangling his-her legs over the second floor 
balcony. 

Although cause of the accident is probably 
due to negligence, it points to an area of con. 
cern for all Stout students. The school is in a 
unique situation. It offers a course of study in 
Safety that leads to a minor program. Despite 
repeated safety inspections and the posting of 
warning signs, accidents do happen when the 
ntended messages and purposes go unheeded

Dear Editor, 
HELP, the House 
Representatives Committee 
on Veterans’ Affairs, 
out a clean bill to 
terminate the GI bill for 


The 
reported bill (HR9576)

of 298-106 and sent_to the 
Senate.

+ Terminates Veterans 
Preference in Federal 
Employment as of 5-7-75 
the date,of the Presidential

6. The bill will continue 
the GE Bill Home Loan 
Program indefinitely and 
will include those having 
service between 7-25-47 and 
6-27-50 who were previously 
ineligible.

New professional 
recommendations were 
instituted Thursday by the 
Food’ and Drug Ad- 
‘Mninistration for birth 
control pill users. The 
recommendations will 
inform users of possible 
hazards. Meanwhile, the 
FDA stands firm in its 
claim that oral con- 
‘traceptives are safe and 
effective for the majority of 
women. Some adverse 
effects are rare but serious. 


The FDA recommends 
that women over 40 use an 
alternate method of birth 
control. British studies 
how that women over 40 
“who are taking the pill are 
almost five times more 
likely to suffer from fatal 
heart attacks. 


The studies done at Ox- 
ford University, under the 
direction of Dr. J. I. Mann, 
compared 153 women 
(under 50) who died of heart 
attacks with healthy women 
of the same background. A

Women now on the pill are 
now being advised by the 
FDA bulletin to find another 
form of birth control and the 
bulletin indicated that the 
change would reduce the 
risk of heart attacks. 


The new recom- 


mendations also caution the: 


women who have not:taken 
the pill as directed, and 
could be in the very early 
stages of pregnancy, should 
wait three months between 
the time they stop taking the 
pill and the time of con- 
ception. Evidence shows 
that there is an increased 
risk of spontaneous abortion 
for women who become 
pregnant shortly after 
taking the drug. 


Also, a few rare cases of 
non-malignant tumors of 
the liver have - been 
reported. 


A body chemistry im- 
balance named PPGA, for 
post-pill galatorrhea- 
anenorrhea, is presently 
being studied by Dr. J. 
Tyson at the John Hopkins 
University in Baltimore. 
More than 30 patients have 
been studied. Symptoms 
such as ceasing of men- 
struation, infertility, and 
milk flow (though they had 
not children nursing), plus 
noncancerous tumors of the 
pituitary gland lead 
researchers to the 
hypothesis that synthetic 
hormones (present in birth 
control pills) do more than 
stop pregnancy. Tyson is 
urging gynecologists and 
their patients to consider 
the PPGA dangers before 
using oral contraceptives.

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Visitation Surveys Questioned = 
Here at last!?! Committee on Progressive 
Environment (COPE) surveys on 24 hour 
visitation were distributed to residents in the 
dorms last week. The-results of the survey will 
be sent to the Chancellor and will serve as 
advisory information when he decides whether 
to allow total visitation at Stout or not. 

__ The results, which were released by mem- 
bers of the committee last Tuesday night, 
should be questioned. In one dorm, surveys 
were distributed to residents without any ad- 
ditional . information given them. Residents 


~ were told to just fill out the forms .and return 


them as soon as possible. In another dorm, the 
surveys were not distributed until Monday 
night, the night they were due! Residents of this 
dorm did not even have .time to consider the 


. proposals of the survey! 


To make matters worse, the surveys are not 
self-explanatory. The surveys do not present 
the pro’s and con’s of 24hour visitation. They do 
not examine security problems in the droms, 
nor do they—explain why students should 


transfer to other halls to take part in the more — 


flexible hours. Why didn’t the COPE members 
make this information available to residents? 
To say there has been a breakdown in com- 


~ munication is an understatement! 


put we apparently the last campus to 
distribute the y oo : 
Correspondence 
tells us that most other schools had already 
distributed the questionnaire and compiled the 
results by Oct: 10. Stout was late, perhaps this is 
the reason why more care was not taken when 
distributing and collecting the surveys. Only -76 


percent of the residents returned surveys at 


Stout. What happened to the other 24 percent? ~- 


Don't they count? Was the COPE committee too 
busy just collecting what they could get to even 
bother with the remaining percentage? 


As mentioned before, residents were not 
aware before the survey was distributed that 
they May have to transfer to another hall for 
visitation rights. Resident Advisors (R .A ‘s) 
should hate held floor meetings to explain the 
surveys thoroughly. Residents in women’s 
dormitories were under the impression that 
guys would be sleeping over every night. Look 
at the results from AFM: 173 residents were in 
favor of full visitation, while a whopping 158 
were opposed. All night visitation doesn’t 
necessarily mean outright sex. In addition, all 
residents were not aware that several 
Wisconsin universities have already had up to 
22 hours of daily visitation. Results of of these 
programs were not explained. 


Nowhere was it mentioned that the five 
questions were not written by the University of 
Wisconsin - Stout. The same questions used on 
these surveys were also used on those 
distributed at Platteville, Superior, even 
Oshkosh! How cana campus our size compare 
with Oshkosh? Questions should have been 
written separately, for each campus, taking 
into account special circumstances. 


_It's no secret that visitation guidelines are not 
rigidly ‘followed here. Ever since Housing 
adopted the “es cy**—tast--year. it—has. 
become more difficult for those concerned to 
enforce the 2:00 a.m. curfew. Why ‘should 
students move out of their present dorm to reap 
the benefits of the proposed policy when they 
can get what they want now? An additional 
question on the survey should have been, ‘If 
yOu are presently participating in 24 hour 
Sitator you see any advantage towards 
he proposed policy ?”’

The first part of this fall 
semester new memberships 
in the fraternities and 
sororities at Stout in- 
creased.

The formation of this 
organization has been 
designed to unite all the 
fraternities and sororities in 
order to improve public 
relations. In the past, each 
group has aeted_ in- 
dividually and without 
guidance. IGC aims to 
strengthen the 
organizations as a whole 
Greek body and act as one 
unit (in terms of Greeks and 
non-Greeks).

Reading and Study 
Materials 

The center is set up with 
materials to handle both 
reading and study skills. 
Carol Kay; reading 
specialist, is the reading 
counselor. Hector Cruz, 
presently working on a 
masters degree in coun- 
seling (at Stout) is the study 
Skills counselor. Their of- 
fices are located on second 
floor Harvey Hall near the 
RSSC. They will be glad to 
answer questions, explain 
materials and assist with 
programs. Lab Assistants 
include students — Michael 
Breen (M.S. in School 
Psych.), Al Pesavento (Ed. 


(BS. in Industrial Arts),

Manual and-or Electrical 

Special equipment in the 
center includes manual and 
electrical aids. Qne such aid 
is an accelerator, The ap 
paratus has a bar which 
progresses down the page of 
a book at different rates of 
speed. This can range from 
only a few words per minute 
to thousands per minute. 
The accelerator is a device 
which pushes the eye to 
follow the lines of a book 
and read at a faster rate. 

One electrical aid is the 
Craig reader. This machine 
flashes lines of reading and 
progresses at a set rate. 
Another electrical aid 
resembles a _ filmstrip 
projector. Stories are 
printed on_film_as_ pictures 


would be. Set at a certain . 


speed the machine shows 
the lines of words on a white 
screen in the same fashion 
that a projector would show 
a slide and move to andther 


at a specific speed. This alto 


forces the eye to move at a 
faster rate.

Most students using the 
center have been referred in 
some way. Many students 
have been helped with their 
academic standing just by 
learning some new reading 
and study skill techniques 
through the lab. Students 
wishing to make use of the 
lab must talk with a staff 
member. During the con- 
ference set up for the 
student's convenience, a 
program of study will be 


- developed. Students work at 


their own rate with 
guidance from the lab 
personnel. 


After a student is familiar 
with his individual 
program, he will become 
familiar with procedures 
and need little continuous 
assistance:

himself and his independent 
study habits. It also allows 
the student's counselor to 
follow his progress and 
assist the student in his 


‘program. Each student is 


assigned a staff member to 
keep track of each session's 
progress. The staff member 
is aware of any learning 
patterns or _ possible 
problems. 

Periodically each student 
has a session with his 
assigned staff member. 
either Carol Kay or Hector 
Cruz. 


The RSSC is open Monday 
thru Friday from 9 a.m. to 4 
p.m. Other hours (presently 
on a trial basis) include 
Monday thru Thursday 
evenings, 7 p.m. to 9 p.m.

Chris Jones is a freshman 
at Stout. Chris began using. 
the. RSSC in mid- 


September. It was 
suggested she use the lab to 
sharpen her reading skills 
and study habits, to help her 
in her college career. Chris 
said she had no chance for

such studies in the high 
school she attended. ‘‘You 
just have to accept that 
sometimes you need some 
help in special skills to 
improve your ability in 
college.'’ Chris spends one 
hour each day in the lab, 
Monday thru Friday. Her 
comment was, “‘I like it,’’ 
adding, “It helps me with 
my school work, un- 
derstanding my _ teachers 
and assignments."’ She 
plans to keep coming to the 
RSSC for the academic 


school year. Next year will 
depend on if she has 
reached her goals. 

Another student using the 
RSSC is Dennis Johnson, 
also a freshman. Dennis 
expressed his feelings of 
seriousness in the learning 
situation. Dennis attends 
the RSSC for at least one 
hour every day, Monday 
thru Friday. ‘‘I need to work 
on concentration.’’ He said, 
“It's really ragged. I catch 
myself day dreaming. I 
know I should be studying 
sometimes when I am 
playing basketball but 
what's the use when I can’t 
concentrate. By coming to 
the lab I get help. 
Sometimes just suggestions 
that I can put into action on 
my own. By the help of the 
lab I am helping myself. I 
am also learning how to 
schedule my time to be 
more useful. My time 
scheduling is ragged too.”

New Discipline Not Needed 
New proposals in disciplinary guidelines are 
_being considered by state schools. The present 
guidetines: cover only non academic miscon- 
duct, while. the proposals will deal with 
academic violations as well. 

We really question if the new proposals are 
necessary. The new guidelines supposedly 
insure the rights of the student and his rights of 
due process. What’s wrong with present student 
rights? If a student is caught cheating ina class 
he’s guilty. It’s as plain and simple as that. 
Under the proposed disciplinary guidelines, the 

3 student can appeal an instructor’s decision and 
seek legal counsel if he desires to do so. 
Likewise, the instructor must notify the student 
with a written notice, and in most cases the 
instructor must meet with the student in con- 
ference. The proposed disciplinary guidelines 
are nothing more than beauracratic red tape 
that we, as students, can live without. 

Are all the legal procedures and stipulated 
actions really necessary? How many times are 
students caught cheating in classes? The in- 
structor and student can always work out 4 


solution..If nothing else, the student can drop. 


the class before accepting a failure. : 
Non-academic (civil) violations may have 
the lives of students under 


the proposed guidelines. If a student is caug 
performing,.a civii misconduct, smoking dope in 
his dorm room, his parents will be informed of 


the violation by the university. Since when was 
the age of majority taw reversed? We were 
under the impression that once a student turned 
18 he was responsible for his own actions. Why 
should parents be notified? A student with 
above average academic standing may have 
his career destroyed because of one stupid 
mistake. If he’s going to school under the 
financial aid of his parents he may soon find 
himself out in the cold. 
We have heard no complaints about the 
present guidelines. They were plain and simple. 
. to the point. Read them, know them. Then 
walk to the SSA office and ask for a copy of the 
Proposed guidelines. You'll be surprised how 
much more copy it takes to say just.about the 
same thing. ; 


Disciplinary procedures dictate what we can 
and can’t do as students. The guidelines serve 
their purpose well. New and lengthy 
disciplinary guidelines are not necessary.

conditions, to be honored. It 
is for this reason that I find 
it impossible to pledge 
myself to the American way 
of life, for I do not agree 
with it at all times” My 
allegiance, (devotion, 
obediance, and loyalty) 1s 
given to such things-as my 
God, loved. ones. and 


myself... most certainly will. 


not pledge myself to 
anything as contemporary 
as the American flag 


Secondly, I refuse this 


third, and eighth “com. 
mandments of the Bible 
(Exodus 20:3, 4. 7, 15) 


“Thou shalt have no other 
Gods before me."’ To swear 
an oath to a piece of cloth 
and the ideals of it are in 
Violation of this, and also 
the second: “You must 
never bow to an image or 
worship it in any way, for I 
the Lord your God, am very 
possessive [ will not share 
your affection with any 
other god'”’ Refusal of the 
oath for these two reasons 
has been upheld by the 
Supreme Court for persons 
of the Mormon religion. The 


~ government, 


words ‘‘under God"’ could 
-easily be replaced by ‘above 
the Devil’ and be equally 
correct. ‘‘Under God" is in 
defiance of the third 


. commandment; ‘You shall 


‘not use the name of the Lord 

your God in vain, nor. use it 
to swear to a falsehood You 
will not escape punishment 
if you do."' I find that the lies 
of the oath also in defiance— 
of the eighth, ‘Thou shalt 
not lie.’ 

The lies, or untrue words 
of the allegiance are: 
united, one, indivisable, 
liberty, and all. I contend 
that the United States are 
‘neither united, nor one as a 
nation. Are we united when 
we burn busses, attack 
policemen, and riot because 
we don't want black or 
white students bussed to our 
schools”. Indivisable means 
not separable into parts. No 
matter what anyone may 
say, I believe. that we are 
separated, and often times 
against Gach other” This is 
true on the athletic field, in 
the business world. in the 
soctally,

economically, 
religiously The 


thought that I scarcely can 
touch here. Where is the 
liberty for the hundreds of 
thousands imprisoned in 
reform schools, prisons, 
juvenile homes, and mental 
institutions? Why is liberty 
denied for those who are 
under age”? Where was the 
liberty for those who were 
drafted and forced to fight a 
conflict? 


The ~word ‘justice’ 
makes me laugh Who is. to

The death of Dave 
“‘Lumpy'’ Hoffman, the 
Stevens Point student. who 
died during ‘‘Hell Week,” 
will be investigated. 

Chemical tests conducted 
by the State Crime Lab in 
Madison revealed that 
Hoffman had an alcohol 
level of .421 of 1 percent in 
his blood. A blood alcohol 
content level of 40 of 1 
percent is known to be fatal. 
The  coroner’s office 
reported ‘last Thursday, 
Oct. 30, that these results 
indicate the death was 
caused._..by excessive 
alcoholic consumption. 

Portage County District 
Attorney Daniel G Golden 
is considering possible 


charges in connection with 
Hoffman's death. 

After visiting several bars 
with fellow members of 
Siasefi, a fraternal non- 
Greek society, Hoffman 
returned to his apartment 
where he died early 
Saturday morning. To be 
initiated, Hoffman was 
required to drink as much 
as he could in as short a 
time as possible.

Editer—s note: This isthe first installment of a three part 
series examining law enforcement in the city and it's 
relationship to the university. — 

‘When I first arrived. in Menomonie, I-had to ask for 
directions to the police department. I stopped and asked an 
old gent directions. Turns out he sent me down to a shack 
Lake Menomin, the old headquarters!"’ : 

Ron Hanson, chief of the Menomonie Police Department. 
reports he finally did find the headquarters at the 
fairgrounds. ‘Although I did finally find it (headquarters). 
it was so dark without lights that I still thought I was in the 
wrong place." 

Hired 10 months ago for the chief position, Hanson hails 
from Racine. ‘It’s quite a change coming to. Menomonie 
after being in a big city,’’ says Hanson, adding, ‘in Racine. 
the department throws everything into crime prevention, 
there are always murders or drug cases to investigate.”’

Hanson thinks Menomonie is different. ‘“The Menomonie 
department should be geared to the needs of the public.”’

Larry and Joyce Quilling 
live-in the white two-story 
house located across from 
the Science and Technology 
building, on a city block all 
by itself. Why they have 
rémained on their plot of 
land amidst- the tearing 
down and_ rebuilding 
process of Stout remains a 
mystery to University 
Planning officials. 
-The-Quillings purchased 
the house approximately 
twenty years ago when 
Stout was located ‘up on the 
hill."’

Wisconsin appointed Dr. Robert Sterling Swanson chan: 


celldr of Stout. 


_ Swanson is Stout's fifth head since its founding in 1893. 


_Customarily, a profile of the man in charge is printed 
when he takes office and when he dies — Bob Swanson is 


worth more ink than that 

He's a man who remembers people, their faces, their 
names, their interests. He's a man who's tried-his hand in 
all levels of education from student government thru 
chancellor of this University and has succeeded. He's a 
man who, in spite of all his activites, his worries, and hjs 
work, enjoys a full life with his family — even to building 
the very home he lives in 


Robert Sterling Swanson was born October 3, 1924, in 
Superior, Wisconsin where h® was raised His father and 
mother were both educators in the fields of industrial arts 
and home economics, respectively His father was 
supervisor of industrial arts in the Superior public schools 
Said Swanson, “I suppose I gained my interest in industrial 
arts from my father.”’ 


In the fall semester of 1942, Swanson was enrolled as 4 
freshman in Industrial Arts Education at.the Stout In 
stitute Swanson attempted to enlist in the army in 
December, 1943, one year after the attack on Pearl Harbor, 
but was informed that enlistment had been closed.) On 


“December 9, 55 students from Stout were sworn into the 


army after the dean wrote a letter to the enlistment office in 
Fau Claire indicating that Swanson and the others had 
planned for a long time to enlist but had wanted to wait until 
the fateful day Dec. 7. Swanson entered the army in June of 


~ 1943 for a three year term. One and one-half years he spent 


in Germany where he was an infantry platoon sargeant of 
the 42nd Division : 


In the fall of 1946, Swanson returned to the Stout Institute 
to continue his college education. Swanson became very 
active during his undergraduate years and that enthusiasm 
has remained unabated to this day The 1#9% Tower

Swanson became a recognized leader in the field of in 
dustrial arts. “I ended up inventing a machine, writing 
several manuals, and-finally 4-book on plastics which is still 
used as a text at Stout. The machine is called a Plastics 
Thermoforming Press. It 1s manufactured and marketed 
nationally by a company 1!" Minnesota which has been in 
production for over 20 years and sold over 2500 presses This 
development catapulted into the leadership of several 
national organizations.” 

Swanson was named ‘‘man of the year" of the American 
Industrial Council of Industrial Arts Teacher Educators in 
1967. In 1959, Swanson was selected one of the five out- 
standing young men in Wisconsin 

Swanson has devoted his life to education. Swanson en- 
joys a fine reputation as a teacher He is an examiner- 
consultant for the North Central Association. 

On April 30, 1973, Robert Swanson was officially 
inaugurated chancellor Gerald Donley, when speaking of 
Chancellor Swanson, said, = 


“He knows Stout; he has the foresight to lead our 
University into a new era in higher education.

Robert and Penny Swanson married in 1948. Their college 
romance was begun at Stout in 1946. She attended Stout and 
received a BS. in dietetics 

The Swansons made their home in Fair Oaks. Mrs 
Swanson’ noted that, ‘It was a very nice place to live. 
everyone was in the same boat. There were problems 
however. Our furnace exploded, the oil always ran out, or 
the lines would freeze up.’ In 1950, they became dorm 
parents. That January their first child, Ronald, was born 
He was followed by Steve in 1952, Marcia in 1954, and Curt in 


1964 

The summer following Ronald's birth, Chancellor 
Swanson started to build their present home. Swanson 
indicated that two basic changes have occurred in his life 
since he's assumed the chancellorship, ‘‘I am home at noon 
less, and I have less time to work at shop activities and 
home repairs.” * 

One thing that the Swansons have not changed is their 
daily routine of a breakfast date. Each morning they go out 
to eat.

David Clarenbach stated that 
the new student disciplinary code of the 
University Board of Regents ‘‘violates 
legislative intent, exceeds the principles of 
administrative law, and raises serious civil 
liberties issues."’ 


The article, ‘‘Disciplinary Codes Deal With 
Academic and Civil Violations’’ was 
published in the Oct. 30, issue of the Stoutonia. 
It pointed out some of the-penalties students 
were putting themselves ‘‘on the line’’ for by 
violating certain civil disobedience rules set 
up in the Wisconsin Student Disciplinary 


Recently Clarenbach voiced objections 
concerning the disciplinary code set up by 
the Board of Regents in the University 
system. Specifically Clarenbach objects to 
‘the legality of the rules, the procedures to 
be followed in cases of student misconduct, 


of athletics for 1976-77. The 


and the techniques employed in drafting 
clear and unambiguous disciplinary stan 
dards ."’ 

His statements were aimed at four specific 
areas of the proposed code. These are: 1, the 
definition of a disciplinary sanction, 2. the 
spectre of double jeopardy for a disciplined 
student; 3. the procedures for ‘informal 
adjudication;'’ and 4. the use of examples 
when specifying the offenses with which a 
student may be charged ; 

Clarenbach made the above statements 
reflecting on the proposed code to be acted on 
in Jan., 1976 by the Board of Regents

Clarenbach lists objections to disciplinary 


cluding “‘probation, resignation or leave for 
misconduct, cutoff, or revocation of student 
financial aids, suspension or expulsion, 
removal from the course with no grade 
assigned (in cases of academic misconduct), 
and other less severe actions not 
enumerated . ."’ Clarenbach says that this 
statement does not include possibly lowering 
a student's grade or requiring additional 
work by an instructor. The statement also 
does not determine which actions are less 
severe than others. What a student deems 
severe may not be considered very severe by 
the University

Continuing, Clarenbach emphasized that 
imformal adjudication may work differently 
than it was first intended. Personal views of 


the investigating officer may have affected 
many cases under investigation. 


Finally, Clarenbach expressed that 
examples of the administrative code should 
possibly be changed or removed. He stated in 
his letter to the Board of Regents that the 
“function of disciplinary rules is to set forth 
‘standards of conduct’ with which a student 
is expected to comply. The student is not 
charged because he violated an example, oe 


father because his conduct fell outside the 
general rule of permissible activity.” He 


feels that examples are-shown in the rules 
proposed for the disciplinary code 


Clarenbach. suggests. the proposal be 
changed to comply with the present law and 
U.S. Constitution.

Soon after the building was renamed, the 
library was moved into its present complex and 
the cafeteria service in the basement was 
discontinued when Tainter Hall was added to 
dormitory facilities. Late in the 1960’s, all 
science courses were transferred to the Science 
and Technology Building, and in 1973 all home 
economics classes were discontinued when that 
department moved to its present location, the 
Home Economics Building. «

“To be assertive means to 
express your legitimate 
rights without infringing 
upon someone else.” This 
idea was presented by Tom 
Greenfield, head resident of 
CKTO, Monday, Nov. 17, at 
Wigen Hall as part of an 
educational program. 


Greenfield explained the 
two factors a person must 
believe before he can be 
assertive. “You must first 
believe you are an im- 
portant person and, second, 
believe your feelings are 
important.” 

To present the material 
realistically, members of 
the audience acted out some 
situations many of us often 
find ourselves in. As an 
example, they took the roles 
of two roommates con- 
fronting each other when 
problems arise. To show 
how a roommate could 
assertively tell the other 
how the constant borrowing 
of his clothes was annoying 
him,- the actors demon- 
strated an aggressive, non- 


assertive, and the correctly 


IT’S NOT WINTER — but 
a skier demonstrated his 
form on a dry land ski ramp 
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assertive way to handle the 
situation. 


Eye contact, body 
posture, gestures, facial 
expressions, correct voice 
tones, appropriate timing, 
and good content were used 
in the assertive examples. 
Instead of yelling and 
pointing fingers (too 
aggressive), or slouching 
and looking down at the 
floor (non-assertive), the 
assertive person puts to use 
the above components. 


Losing out on dates 
because you don’t know how 
to ask someone, feeling like. 
people take advantage of, 
you, and purchasing things: 
you don’t want because you: 
don’t know what to say to a; 
pushy salesman could all be 
remedied by learning to ‘be 
assertive. 

Greenfield suggested 
practicing by starting out 
with little things (roommate 
problems) and working 
your way up to bigger things 
like business relationships. 
Role playing with friends is 
an excellent learning ex- 


perience. Of, if you want to 
confront someone with 
something, imagine the 
situation first and go over in 
your mind what you plan to 
say before you say the 
wrong thing. Try to get 
yourself into a relaxed state 
of mind before you ap- 
proach the person.

Virginia Peters on asser- 
tiveness training is what 
interested Tom Greenfield 
in this. He has given the 
presentation in his own 


dorm and at an IRHC 


leader shop in Eau Claire.

Student upset 
over billing 


Dear Editor, 


This letter is in reference 
to the billing procedures 
now in use on our campus. It 
seems to me that the Ad- 
ministration is working 
against the students in that 
they do not send out a bill 
until a finance charge has 
- been added on to it. I should 
think that it would be in the 
best interest of the students 
if the Administration would 
send the bills out prior to 
adding the finance charge, 
with a note of reminder that 
the finance charge will be 
added if the bill is not paid 
within a week. I feel that it 
is the responsibility. of the 
Administration to work with 
the students because it is 
the student’s tuition that 
pays the main portion of 
their salaries. ; 

I have also noted that the 
bulletin board in the Ad- 
Ministration Building, 
stating when your bills are 
due, is inaccurate. On the 
bill that the student receives 
it states, ““To avoid finance 
charge pay this amount 


within 30 days from billing 
date,” but after speaking 
with the people in the Ad- 
ministration building, [I 
found that they will allow 
you.

Once again the time of 
year has arrived when 
students are requested to 
“evaluate teacher per- 
formance 


Each department seems 
to have its own evaluation 
_in#trument and means of 
distributing the evaluation 
to students. Some faculty 
members do the distribution 
themselves and others have 
a student distribute. and 
collect the forms, and still 
others have their peers 
assist them. 


Then there seems to exist 
one particular school, Home 
Economics, on campus who 
is requiring the signatures 
of students and-or social 
security numbers on the 
forms. According to one 
student, they were told by 
the teacher their social 
security number is 
necessary to enable the 
computer to process them. 
Vice President for 
Academic Affairs Larry 
Swanson indicated, ‘There 
have been several students 
from the school of Home 
Economics calling me and 
complaining about the 
faculty members making 
them sign their ¢valuation 
forms. This is not a 
requirement of the ad 
ministration, students 
neither have to. ‘sign 
evaluation forms- nor 
evaluate their teachers if 


they so choose. In order to 
make the system more 
reliable, we urge that 
students do the evaluation 
honestly with gut feelings. If - 


you have a personal grudge © 


against a _ particular 
teacher, a poor evaluation is 
not the vehicle to use. That 
only lowers the reliability of 
the evaluation itself." 

In a recent interview, 
Chancellor Swanson stated 
the reasons for evaluations 
and Stout's policy. ‘The 
University must make 
certain personnel decisions 
to determine promotion, 
salary incr~ases, retention 
and tenure... One vehicle 
we utilize to accomplish this 
is the student evaluation.” 
The Deans and Division 
Administrators were 
charged with developing a 
system which would provide 
the appropriate daia from 
knowledgeable sources for 
evaluating the performance 
of each person. No par- 
ticular format has to be 


used._However, -various 
kinds of data are to be 
collected from such 


knowledgeable sources as 
peer ratings, supervisor's 
ratings. records of 
university public | service 
activities and research, and 
student evaluations. Ac- 
cording to Regent policy 
(October 4, 1974), there 
must be student evaluation 
of instruction for all 
teaching personnel 


When asked about the 


lenience of the policy 
Swanson explained, ‘‘I don’t 
like terribly precise riles 
That takes the individuctity 
out of it. We have to 
maintain the right of 
students to decide whether 
to evaluate an instructor or 
not. Also, the rtments 
should be able to dev a 
system of evaluation t 
will best suit their needs.” 

SSA President David 
Mann explained that 
several students have 
complained about the 
signing of evaluations, and 
questioned whether they are 
of any use. That is a general 
question still unanswered in 
the eyes of students. 

To this Mann stated, ‘‘The 
USS is now working with the 


faculty senate to develop . 


student evaluation forms 
for instructors with the sole 
purpose of improving the 
quality of instruction - 
because that is the ad- 
ministration’s respon- 
sibility. The day we, as 
students, can finally initiate 
a campus-wide student 
evaluation of instruction, 
we will obtain the ultimate 
in the evaluation system 
one that we will actually see 
work. It will be an 
evaluation that will allow 
students to be honest, where 
student and faculty will 
work together to improve 
the education process, 
nothing more, and nothing 
less that's all we are 
after.”

Monday night 


Bisek has been involved in 
UAA for one and a_ half 
years: She was first in- 
volved as homecoming 

representative, then 

assemblyman-at-large, then 
constitution: commiittee 
chairman. She stated, ‘I 
ran for the position of UAA 
chairman because of a 
concern with where UAA 
was headed. The idea of the 
restructuring which came 
about two administrations 
ago now has to be evaluated 
and improvements made, 
and there is always room 
for improvement."’ 


Bisek added, “As 
chairman of UAA I see 
myself in a leadership 
position to serve as a 
motivator and a stimulus to 
the commissions. A major 
task will be trying to get all 
facets of the UAA working 
together.” 


On Monday the fifth 
assembly of UAA was ad- 
journed and the sixth 
assembly convened. This 
means that all assem- 
blymen-at-large position 
terms expired and only one 
was. filled that evening. 
“The assembly and the 
commissions need people,”’ 
explained Bisek. ‘‘We hope 
to recruit new people to fill 
the positions by going to hall 
council meetings and other 
organizations and—actively 
seek students with an in- 
terest in activities.”

Armee 
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Campus security rebuilt 
to meet enforcement need

Editor's note: This is the last in a series of articles. 


examining law enforcement in the city and on the campus. 

A young, red-haired assistant to Vice-Chancellor Dr 
Wesley Sommers has been named Director of Protective 
Services at UW-Stout 

Dennis Foegen, the new director, has been working at 
Stout four years. Employed as an accountant in the 
business office for two and one-half years. Foegen was 
promoted in 1974 to assist Sommers in Administrative 
Services. As new director of the recently developed 
Protective Service, Foegen will retain his title as assistant. 
to Sommers. 

Foegen's duties include developing campus safety codes, 
supervising insurance and risk management, and directing 
equipment inventory and university asset control 
Generally, Foegen will be, ‘coordinating all the protective 
service activities on campus,’ he said 

A new Chief of Security will soon be selected to assist 
Foegen Previously, the Director of General Services, Jim 
Nowaskey, also assumed the responsibilities of chief. Now. 
Foegen said, ‘The chief will do all the field work and report 
-directly to me.”’ The new chief will be authorized by the 
Board of Regents to have full arrest powers and will 
assume responsibility for any actions taken by his staff 
Foegen said he didn’t wish to have full arrest powers, 
“because I'll be working at my desk all day, while the chief 
will be-out on the job." 

When_questioned if there would be additions to the 
present university security staff, Foegensaid,‘‘No It 
would be nice if we could have an officer for every lot, but it 
just can’t be done. Security does try to get around as much 
as possible. We presently have a cooperative plan between 
Stout and the-Menomonie Police Department.’’ As an 
example, Foegen reported, ‘‘We rely on the police to make 
arrests because our officers do not have full arrest

“Our officers have Confiscated-numerous containers at 
football games this year,"’ said Foegen. as a result of the 
Board of Regents ruling prohibiting possession of alcoholic 
beverages and hard containers at sports.events. Instead of 
prosecuting the students, Foegen said, ‘‘We ‘university

will increase if the school doesn't buckle down 

An .unusual incident took plaee~ in Harvey~ Hall 
Auditorium last October. Foegen explained, ‘‘During Free 
Flicks a cloc® fell from the second floor balcony and struck 
a student, Don schuldes, on the head, requiring 18 stitches 
to close the laceration to the scalp.’ Foegen said he has 
been told that the clock was apparently moved by someone 
dangling his legs over the balcony ‘‘It's the first time that 
clock has been moved since it was placed there sixty years 
ago,"’ he said.

Last year, as a temporary measure, the 
Regents shifted some funding and placed 
enrollment caps on the four UW institutions 
that were under the heaviest financial strain 
(Madison, La Crosse, Eau Claire, and Stout). 
Because of this, over 500 undergraduates and 
graduate students were denied admission in 
August. 


For 1976-77 Swanson indicated, ‘Each 


institution in the UW System will, in.a sense, -

“With the present financial situation, to be _

Eight hour meal caps class

To eat for eight hours, and 
not-be—full,_but--rather- be 
content ... is a dream. Yet 
it is possible, and this all 
took place twice in-the past 
three weeks; as the Haute 
Cuisine class of Fall 
semester 1975 completed 
their labors last Saturday 
evening. 

The evening began at 6 
p.m. with a. champagne 
reception with cold hors d’ 
oevres and continued 
through 14 courses, 6 
wines, the champagne, 
cognac, and two in- 
termissions which lasted 
until 2:15 a.m. 

Haute Cuisine dinners are 
always centered around a 
theme, and it was the 
French Quarter of New 
Orleans in the 1880's, Over 
3,400 hours of research into 
customs, recipes, and 
furnishings went into. this 
The credits for 
assistance in this effort run 


for several pages in the rear 
of the recipe booklet that 
each patron received. Some 
of that research took place 
in New Orleans itself, and 
the rest was gleaned from 
history books and hard 
work. 

All the work is done by the 
students. Instructors Gus 
Kelly and Ron Head are 
there for guidance and help, 
but responsibility for the 
meal and preparation rests 
in the hands of the students 
and their student managers. 
Heading up the class were 
Farhaing Rohani,. Maitre’ 
de Hotel, Cynthia Pawicyn, 
chef de cuisine, Kim 
Montello, wine steward 
Each performed well with 
the support of about 50 other 
students

Since complete 
health care is extremely 
expensive, the Health 
Center basically offers only 
out-patient services.

The 
Center does not offer 
preventative vaccinations 
and tetanus boosters. In 
rare cases, the Center will 
administer drugs, although, 
generally, the Center does 
not stock a great many 
drugs due to their short 
shelf-life.

Would you like to deny the 
government the right to 
spend your hard earned tax 
dollars waging war 
House of Representatives 
Bill No. 4897, presently 
before the House Ways and 
Means Committee, may 
allow you to become a 
conseientous objector and 
earmark that- part-of-your 
taxes that would otherwise 
be spent for military ex- 
penditures for the World 
Peace Tax Fund 
If. you. qualified as a 
conscientous 
sélective service or im- 
migration purposes, you 
qualify for this check-off. 
Otherwise, you would use 
the check-off on your tax 
forms, (although, you still 
must be able to qualify 
under the terms of the 
amended Military Selective 
Service Act.). 

This bill would make such 
payments retroactive, and 
any taxes unpaid under the 
argument that they were 
being used for military 
purposes since tax year 1971 
could be earmarked for the 
fund ‘provided that you 
paid any taxes due with 
interest). Income, estate 
and gift taxes would all be 
subject to this check-off.

Sounds good doesn't it? 
However, all is not quite 
perfect on Capitol Hill yet. 
This bill still has a couple of 
bugs in it one of which 
would completely destroy 
its effectiveness 

Although HR 4897. says 
(sec, 8 (f)) that the intent of 


the bill is not to release 
previously unavailable 
funds for military ex- 


penditures, there is nothing 
in the bill which would 
specifically prevent this 
from happening. 

Minor as this may seem, 
without this change the bill 
is a beautiful gesture which 
would actually change 
nothing as far as military 
allocations are concerned 
In fact, even with these 
changes, there is nothing to 
prevent Congress from 
increasing the military 
allocation by the predicted 
amount of the check-off for 
that’ year,—thus giving. 
everybody what they want 
(Every politician's dream. ) 

Flawed as it is, this bill.is 
a step in the right direction; 
and I would urge each of you 
to write your congressman

—we should seck to devote maximum 
energies to educational concerns. 


“We must begin with the attitude that we 
will attempt to offer our services to the 
maximum number of students by fully 
utilizing the expertise of our personnel and 
the variety of our facilities and that, further, 
every effort-will be made to maintain the 
quality in the process,’’ stated Swanson. 
“This means we will need to develop devices 
to insure us that space is made available for 
students who really wish to complete the 
credits they sign up for. Students will no 
longer be able to continue the occasional 
practice of signing up for a large number of 


classes and then dropping those they find 


difficult.”’ 


Aecess to education will not be denied to 
students who want to attend Stout and have 
the desire for learning. 


The challenge to Stout is a clear one for 
next year, Swanson said, to challenge the 
‘time-honored givens’ against all 
possibilities. 

In closing Swanson stated, ‘‘The real 
possibilities for the future are based on 
creative actions. I hope the problems facing 
us will encourage significant new ideas in 
providing the kind of higher education Stout 
has to offer.”

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A movie orgy of futuristic violence 


If itis relief, Rollerball, the story of Johnathon E, aspires 
to show how a man becomes legend and finally greater than 
legend. It is the story.of the corporations that run the world 
and how they take care of the people — ‘“‘comfort is 
freedom.”’ And all they ask is that nobody interferes with 
corporate decisions. There is a good guy and a bad guy, 
masterfully played by Tobin Housemann. 

The music, done by Andre Previn and the London Sym- 
phony Orchestra, is the best part of the movie. The organ 
often enough is better than the scenes or actors. Sadly 
enough, too many scenes are wasted on aimless con- 
versation, “I cut my finger,’’ or Warhoslish symbolism — 
the world’s BRAIN (a liquid computer) is kicked and 
pounded into submission and double negatives by a scientist 
who is more or less a fifty year old shoe salesman than a 
white smocked technician. Also bad are the comic reliefs — 
“the computer lost the 13th century, too bad,’’ and James 


Caan’s smug schoolboy looks. 


But Norman Jewison. 


director and producer, did an amazing job with the sport. 
The violence is perpetrated into single, brutal blows, each 
blow a coldly precise, quick and cruel instrument. At the 
end, like on television, they give the credits — the list of 


_stuntmen read like a menu.

currently in the middle of a 
major evolution in that we 
are born into an age of 
computers and _ space 
travel. ‘‘We will reach from 
our ancestral egg (earth) 
and evelve to manipulate 
machines, computers, and 
the like.’’ Roddenberry 
further stated that he thinks 
that man will implant 
computers into himself. Or, 
more likely, a receiver or 
terminal implant so anyone 
could hook himself up to any 
computer in the world. 


Mr. Roddenberry was 
very critical of commercial 
television throughout the 
lecture. He noted that 
commercial television’s 
prime:directive is not en- 
tertainment, but to sell 


goods and services. Com- 


mercial television is the 
worst form of television that 
exists. Not only do you not 
get a choice of what to 
watch, but you end up 
paying for the program- 
ming whether you like it or 
not. Roddenberry predicted 
the television of the future 
to be a computer where the

viewer would select what he 
wanted to watch, when he 
wanted to watch it.

; Bring Back ‘‘Finals Week"’ 

Reinstatement of “finals week’’ should be seriously 

considered by Stout administrators if the school is to 
remain a progressive institution of higher education. 

With a week set aside at the end of each semester, 

students and faculty could devote more time to their 
classes. As it stands right now, a student may have two or 
three finals on one day. If a ‘‘finals week'’ system was 
implemented, the testing could be spread throughout the 
last week, allowing students and faculty time to study and 
prepare for finals. We think that this could be a more 
rewarding learning experience. 

The biggest complaint against finals week is that exams 
aren't necessarily a good measure of what a student has 
learned in a class. Since there is no alternative method of 
gradin we find this argument without merit. Too often a

Neither group 
can orm well when rushed and pressured in such a 
ha fashion. 

We'd like to see the last week of each semester set aside 
for a good old fashioned ‘finals week."’ Other campuses 
a it with considerable success. We think Stout 
could, too.

| Student Senate rejects revisions. 


val of posed revisions to the Stout 
eee gi 


Association (SSA) Constitution was 
a long and tedidus procedure never’ com- 
pleted at the senate meeting last Tuesday 


; night, Jan. 20. 


For 45 minutes, senate members passed 
resolutions and motions to and fro across the 
room attempting to determine: whether to 
discuss constitution revisions or delay action 
until the Wednesday, Jan. 21, Constitution 
Committee meeting. 


The revisions, worked on since last 
semester, met considerable opposition from 
senate members. Arguments included 
elimination of duties previously assumed by 
the University Activities Assembly (UAA). 
Seott Cabot, Vice-President for Financial 
Affairs (VPFA), pointed out that changes 
include elimination of legislative activities 
performed by UAA. *‘UAA will be doing what 
they're supposed to be doing, planning ac- 


tivities. . .all over. you see things to be done 
as activities,’ ‘ said Cabot, explaining that the 
UAA members would be. able to work 
together, planning activities so the 
organization doesn't schedule a $1500 band 
the same night as a basketball game or free 
flick. ‘We're just streamlining UAA duties,” 
said Cabot. 
_ “Where in the constitution does it say 
we're going to do that,’’ questioned Peg 
Biseck, UAA chairman. ‘‘I'd like to see it on 
paper.’ 

“Let's get it entabtished, 
Cabot. 


A point preserited to senate members by 
Dean Sam Wood was the fact that under 
another proposed revision a faculty member 
could be appointed to the UAA. If the wor- 
ding in one section of the revision is not

“We could have all ‘eight head residents in 


‘this senate,’’ said Wood.* 


After more discussion, UAA chairman 
Bisek suggested “save yourself some time 
and draw up by-laws with the revisions (to 
the constitution)” It was later decided by 
the senate to meet Wednesday, Jan. 21, and 
amend the revisions. 

Security Staff Hired 

Two student security staff members have 
been hired this semester to police events 
taking place in Harvey Hall Auditorium. 

In a proposal to Scott Cabot, Bill Siedlecki, 
Activities Coordinator for Stout, stated, 
“Over the past year and a half, a number. of 
incidents have occurred in the Harvey Hall 
Auditorium which have given me cause to 
attempt to establish a student security staff 


for the auditorium. Incidents involving such 


things as crowd control, technical aspects of 
auditorium facilities and general facility 


security." } 
Supervisor for the staff members will be 


Melvin-Smith;—-Technical--Director—for- the <— 


“University. Theater. Smith will direct the 
students to enforce fire and drinking policies, 
supervise set-ups and tear-downs of each 
activity held in the auditorium, and assist in 
technical operation of the facilities. In ad 
dition, they will assist in crowd control and 
provide auditorium facility security 
The students will earn $2.20 an hour. Total 
fund allocation to the security staff was 
$748.00 for second semester. 
Audiences Not Served 
Alcoholic Beverages

U.A.A. debates 
S.S.A. revisions. 


University Activities 
Assembly (U.A.A.) meeting 
centered around the 
Senate's upcoming vote on 
the Constitutional revisions 
as proposed. 

Members of the various 
committees expressed 
much’ interest in what 
power they would have in 
creating and implementing 
policy. Strict interpretation 
of the present Constitution 
as well as the new revision 
gives no indication as to the 
powers that the U.A.A. has. 
Most of the debate is vir- 
tually without merit, 
because all of the current 
U.A.A. policy is now subject 
to Senate approval. 

Noel Falkofske, U.A.A. 
advisor, brought up an 
equally fuzzy aspect of the 
Constitution which he 
believes would enable the 
U.A.A. to block an S.S.A. 
revision of their structure. 
He felt that any new by-laws 
must meet the approval of 
the group to which they 
apply. If this was true, then 
the U.A.A. could choose to 
ignore the Constitutional 
vote if it didn't give them 
the power they felt they 
needed 
\ Senate representative, 
Glen (‘‘Slick’’) Kroft, said 
later that that would be true 
if the Senate were to change 
an aspect of some groups 
by-laws, but not in a case of 
a major organizational 
restructuring. 

—The restructuring would 
place the chairman position 
in the hands of the vice 
president of Student Affairs 
from the Senate, eliminate 
the treasurer of the U.A.A., 

and the 10 assemblymen-at 
large positions 


noted that

Other new events on 
U.A.A. was the appointment 
of Sandy Stewart to the 
position of Ombudsman. 
That position has been 
vacant since Stewart left for 
a study semester in 
England, so, in effect, she'll 
be picking up where she left 
off. Mrs. Sharon Vasholz 
was also welcomed as the 
U.A.A.'s new secretary. 


Treasurer Pat Cowhy 
issued some new 
concerning budgeting for 
next year and current ac- 
counting procedures. 
Cowhy stressed the need for 
more cooperation from 
commission members, and 
threatened to “ride 
everyone's case”’ until these 
problems were worked out.

appeared in the papers this past few weeks. | 

would like to elaborate a little on these and give 
my viewpoint. 


| was able to catch four of the eight hockey 
games that were set-up between selected 
National Hockey League (NHL) teams and the 
two Soviet Army Hockey teams. It turned out 
_ that the Soviet Army Hockey teams either beat 
or tied six of the eight teams they face. The only 
victories for the NHL were at the hands of the 
Philadelphia Flyers and the Buffalo Sabres. 
Buffalo manhandled the Russians by the score 
of 12-6 and the Flyers took command with a 4-1 
victory. These two clubs were the finalists in 
last years Stanley Cup Play-offs and represent 
the best of the NHL. 


The Soviet Army Hockey teams deserve a pat 
on the back for their excellent showing against 
the tough NHL teams. The Russians played a 
different kind of game entirely as they went for 
only percentage shots and a close checking 
game. As an example, the Russians going into

teams had taken 120 pitts on goal and seared : 
under 20 goals. 


The real issue is how can an U.S. Anaaeue 
Olympic Hockey team comprised of players 
ranging from 19-24 years of age be expected to 
beat a so-called amateur Russian team com- 
prised of the same players that competed 
against the NHL teams? 

The Olympic Committee will have to look at 
themselves and come up with a stricter way of 
classifying players as amateur or 
professionals. Some of the Russians that played 
NHL teams have also played in previous 
Olympic hockey. competition. Are pig: really 
professionals? ? 


Another issue that has been in the papers is 
the controversy of changing to instant replays 
in professional football and inching out of- 
ficials. It seems that the instant replays would 
of definetly changed the outcome of some 
football games that were played this past 
season. But on the other hand, this world has 
come to the point where machine has replaced 
man in far too many situations. Do we really 
want to have a machine replace the officials? 

In a recent poll shown on GRANDSTAND on 
January 4, 1976, a total of 56 of these polled were 
for replacing officials and 42 percent were 
against replacing officials. In that same poll 32 
percent said that officiating this year in football 
was better, 20 percent said it was worse, and 40 
percent said it was the same.

Dance Commission this last semester were a 
flop. There’s no denying that fact. But who’s to 
blame, PCDC or apathetic students?

Most of the scheduling for the dances were 
made last summer before any of the other 
university activity dates, such as basketball 
schedules were known. This is the main fault of 
PCDC, But this only applies to one or two of the 
dances. What about the others? 

Students would rather go downtown and 
spend $10.00 to get drunk instead of paying $2.00 
to dance. Incidently, beer was served at most of 
the dances for less than downtown prices.

‘Quality control plagues

The Apparel, Textile and 
Design Department of UW- 
Stout presented a Fashion 
Merchandising Seminar 
last Friday, Jan. 23. All 
related classes were can- 
celed for the day so that 
students could attend the 
meetings featuring 
prominent men in the 
fashion and retailing in- 
dustry. 

Fashion Means 
Big Business 

Five executives from a 
variety of backgrounds 
prepared speeches for the 
one-day session and also led 
discussion groups in order 
that students could ask 
questions directly to notable 


persons of the fasion in- 
dustry. 


Robert Sakowitz, 
president of the Sakowitz 
specialty store located in 
Houston, Texas, stressed 
how his buyers are trained 
to look for quality of the 
garments rather than 
labels. He also stated that 
buyers of garment lines 
need feedback from 
customers in. order to do 
their jobs. Sakowitz is in- 


volved with © various’ 
retailing-fashion organi- 
zations throughout the 


world. 

He compared the ex- 
‘pected perfection of NASA 
with the  customer’s 
demands. “If the United 
States can land on the moon 
without problems and hit a 
foreign object in the skies in 
one pica-second,’”’ Sakowitz 
stated, ‘“‘customers can’t 
understand why _ their 
zippers don’t work.” His 
philosophy is that perfection 
is possible, but to attain it 
means 100 percent cost 
input. 

Howard Falberg, vice 
president of Famous Barr in 
St. Louis, Missouri, 
discussed various problems 
within a department store 
which does not specialize 
but carries a large variety 
of merchandise. 


The biggest problem in 
his store was the lack of 
quality in furniture. He 
stated that ‘‘Much of the 
furniture we receive is not 
of good quality. We expect 
good quality and our 
customers expect good 
quality.” Falberg feels that 
“customers who are 
displeased usually 
remember the manufac- 
turer rather than the store 
where the product was 
purchased.

He also highlighted the 
conflict which manufac- 
turers and. retail stores 
face—fashion versus work- 
manship. When chooging 
one quality over the other, 
the emphasis is placed on 
fashion. 

Fahlberg ended his lec- 
ture with an eye-pleasing 
slide presentation of 
Famous Barr displays. 


A prominent local 
executive, Ken Macke, took 
the floor fer the last morn- 
ing session and discussed 
discount store philosophy. 


As senior vice president of 
Target, Inc., Macke has the 
knowledge and the ex- 
perience to take certain 
stands on store policies and 
see that they are enforced. 
He said that, ‘‘the best way 
to understand customers is 
to remember you are a 
customer too.”’ 


Target stores (all 48 of 
them) cater intentionally to 
consumer satisfaction. As a 
chain, Target doesn’t try td 
compete for special groups 
but operates as an in- 
stitution. 


Macke continued to 
discuss Target, Inc.—their 
managerial guides, their 
fashion products and their 
quality control.

From a manufacturer’s 
point of view, the eternal 
triangle “‘is one that may 
change, but if one wants 
fashion and quality, 
someone must pay for it,”’ 
so states John Detjens, 
president of White Stag.

From this image, White 
Stag designs and produces 
garments for tennis, the 
beach, skiing and casual 
every day wear. 


Detjens went on to say 
that it is up to the 
manufacturer to bear the 
burden of poor quality. 
Along with the quality, he 
informed his listeners that 
White Stag tries to keep its 
customers extremely happy 
with their garment pur- 
chases. 


The last speaker, Jack 
Rittenberg, was an 
educator from the Fashion 
Institute of Technology. His 


brand loyalty and brand 
recognition. 


Detjens stated that the 
corporation has determined 
who its customers are by 
creating five subdivisions of 
the American” woman and 
looking at each lifestyle. His 
company caters to the 25 to 
44 year old woman with a 
suburban income ($20,000 
plus), who isn’t overly 
concerned with price. She 
speech was a compiled 
editorial of the day, in which 
he made various comments 
about quality control, the 
consumer, education and 
fashion in general. He 
definitely feels that students

the faculty members dined 
with the visiting speakers, 
talking over employment 
possibilities and student job 
outlooks. 


Experience was 
necessary, if no preferred 
by four of the five com- 
panies. Target, Inc. was the 
best possibility for new 
graduates; Sakowitz held 
the fewest possibilities for 
inexperienced employees. 


There was a consensus by 
the guest speakers, as in- 
dicated by a faculty 
member, that the students 
who were present at the 
seminar were shy, quiet and 
did not display the outgoing, 
aggressive _ personality 
needed to take the giant step 
into today’s job market. 
This may not be a true 
picture of all the students in 
the Apparel, Textile and 
Design Department, but the 
first impression was there 
at the seminar. Hopefully it 
will not last.

A list of suggested 
guidelines for class 
scheduling will be presented 
to the Academic Affairs 
Advisory Team (AAAT) 
under the direction of Vice 
Chancellor Dr. Wesley 
Face. The proposals come 
from the SSA Education 
Committee and Vice 
President for Academic 
Affairs, Larry Swanson, 
and were backed by the 
.Senate. The proposal will 
offer a wide variety of 
scheduling possibilities to 
every student. It will also 
make use of available space 
in classroom buildings. 

Lab Courses Held 
in Evenings 

The proposals include 
provisions calling for three 
credit classes to be held 
only on Monday, Wed- 
nesday, and Friday. Two 
credit courses will be of- 
fered only on Tuesday and 
Thursday. Three hour lab 
courses, such as those of- 


biology, would be offered in 
the evening. In addition, two 
hour clock courses will not 
be offered on odd blocks, 
meaning two hour classes 
would be held only first and 
second hours, third and 
fourth, ete.

created AB 900. Each bill 


would grant faculty and 


staff the right to bargain 
collectively. The regents 
would represent the state 
legislature in the employer 
position. 

The major difference 
between AB 511 and AB 900 
is range of items which may 
be bargained. AB 511 allows 
everything to be bargained 
except the structure, 
processes, and procedures 
of faculty governance. This 
area would include such 


items as tenure, 
promotions, discipline, 
work assignments, 


curriculum, and grading 
procedures. 

The regents AB 900 limits 
to salaries, 
fringe benefits, and con- 
ditions of employment. The

U.W. system noted 


for organization 


A team of California 
researchers have found the 
University of Wisconsin 
System a National model of 
efficiency according to 
researchers Eugene Lee 
and Frank Bowen of the 
University of California 
Center for Research and 
Development in Higher 
Education. 

In their recent publication 
“Managing Multi-campus 
systems’’ the authors 
stated, ‘‘The University of 
Wisconsin System can be 
distinguished in one very 
important way. It has been 
faced with an almost un- 
precendented series of 
difficulties, but has sur- 
mounted them in such a way 
that the institution appears 
even stronger in effectively 
implementing the 
educational goals of the 
state.” 

The evaluation placed 
Wisconsin in the number 
one position in competition 
with school systems from 
California, Illinois,

Researchers Lee and 
Bowen complimented the 
U.W. System on _ their 
coherent, sophisticated 
planning processes, 
especially when dealing 
with current difficulties. 
Within the U.W._ system 
such difficulties as erratic 
enrollments, shifting 
student demands, collective 
bargaining, and stringent 
state funding. ~ 


The study also showed 
that the system was ex- 
tremely fair in handling 
faculty cutbacks in the face 
of fiscal emergencies, its 
program review techniques, 
and its toleration of dif- 
ferent administration 
structures within the 
System. It also commended 
the innovative spirit of the 
central administration.

TWELVE STUDENTS 
SUSPENDED 
FOR VIOLATIONS 
OF REGULATIONS 
“A deplorable condition of 
affairs has existed in the 
school the past two weeks, 
since definite action was 


commenced against 
students wilfully and 
consciously breaking 


certain rules of the school. 


“Tt has always been a 
firmly laid down rule at 
Stout, a rule of which all 
students upon their arrival 
were appraised at 
numerous times. It has been 
read in assembly and has 
been made generally very 
plain, This specific rule has 
to do with the attendance of 
Stout students at town 
dances at any time what- 
soever, either during the 
week or at weekend. 

“For some time past 
students in both depart- 
ments have been violating 
this rule. They have at- 
tended town dances both at 
weekends and during the 
week, in the second case 
breaking the rules of study 
hours. It is difficult to 
ascertain just what 
justification these students 
‘found for their actions. 
Certainly not that they 
needed the recreation, for 
they have been known to 
prefer these public dances 
to those of a more private 
nature given at school. It is 
hard to say just what kind of 
treatment these students 
expected to receive when, 


or if, they were ap- 
prehended. Undoubtedly the 


- generous leniency. of. the 


president in past times in 
cases of a similar, but not of 
an identical, ‘nature led 
them to believe that the 
same would be their lot. 
“The time seemed to have 
arrived for a departure 
from this policy of leniency 
last week, when upon the 
testimony of townspeople, it 


- ‘was learned that a number 


of students were violating 
the rule against town 
dances. Consequently, upon 
action taken by Dr. Harvey, 
six students from the Home 
Economics department and 
six students from the In- 
dustrial Arts department 
were suspended. The terms 
of the suspension demanded 
an immediate withdrawal 
from school, for the present, 


with the privilege of 
returning for the fall 
session. Several other 


students were placed under 
campus restrictions and 
were not permitted to write 
the final examinations of 
the semester. These 
examinations will be  of- 
fered next September upon 
their arrival to school. 

“Besides these students 
already suspended and 
campused, others are under 
surveillence, and any in- 
discretion on their part will 
necessitate a similar action 
against them. It would then 
behove those who have been 
guilty of any violation of 
rules in the past, to change 
their course of action and 
adhere to the rules of their 
school.”

Personal growth groups 
to facilitate communication and 
interaction spring semesier 


The University Coun- 
seling Center will again 
sponsor a series of personal 
growth groups during the 
spring semester. These 
groups are similar in 
purpose and process to 
basic encounter groups and 
sensitivity training groups. 
The personal growth group 
is designed to help members 
to become more aware of 
themselves and others, 
improve interpersonal 
communication, and, in 
general, operate as more 
fully-functioning persons. 

A variety of verbal and 
nonverbal exercises are 
employed to facilitate 
movement toward these 
goals, and a strong em- 
phasis is placed on honest, 
open, personally 
meaningful interaction 
between participants. A 
primary objective is to help 
group members “make 
contact’? with each other. 

The personal growth 
groups will be facilitated by 
staff members of the 
Counseling Center, who 
have a strong background of 
training and experience in 
group leadership. They will 
be assisted by graduate 
students in the Guidance 
and Counseling program. 
All information disclosed 
during group sessions is 
held in the strictest con- 


fidence. 

During the past six and 
one-half years, nearly 2,000 
Stout students have par- 
ticipated in one of 100 dif- 
ferent personal growth 
groups. Most of the students 
questioned about their 
group involvement in- 
dicated that is was a unique 
and rewarding learning 
experience. 

Group membership is 
open to all Stout students, 
but a brief personal in- 
terview with a Counseling 
Center staff member is 
required before  par- 
ticipation. Prospective 
participants will be asked to 
make a minimum com- 
mitment of 12 hours (six 
two-hour sessions) to the 
group program. 

Each group will be 
limited in membership to 
ten or twelve individuals. 
Meeting times and places 
will be determined as soon 
as possible, and members 
will be notified. 


Representatives of extant 
groups, such as fraternities, 
sororities, clubs and 
classes, are reminded of the 
availability of Counseling 
Center staff members for 
assistance in planning and 
facilitating group ex- 
periences for their entire 
membership.

It is strongly recom- 
mended that the following 
“don’ts” be given careful 
consideration before joining 
any personal growth group: 

1. Don’t join on impulse. 
Know why you are volun- 
teering and what you hope 
to gain from the experience. 
Groups are not the panacea 
for personal problems, and 
no responsible group leader 
will claim that they are. Be 
wary of extravagant 
promises. 

2. Don’t allow friends or 
associates to pressure you 
into joining a group. If you 
become a group participant, 
do so because you want to, 
not because it may be 
considered the “‘in’”’ thing to 


do, Don’t join a group 
which is led by a person who 
does not have the 
professional training and 
qualifications necessary for 
competent leadership. In 
most cases, this means that 
the leader should hold at 
least the Master’s degree in 
Psychology, Guidance and 
Counseling, or some related 
discipline.

The Butterfly Ball 
Roger Glover and Guests 
UKL-56000 U.K. Records 


“The Butterfly Ball’ is 
not just another concept 
album or a_ children’s 
album. It grew out of a 
heavy metal musician who 
read a book published in 


England in 1973, based on a 
_ poem written in 1807. 


The book, ‘‘The Butterfly 
Ball and the Grasshoppers 
Feast,” was written by Alan 
Aldridge and William 
Plomer, based on a poem 
composed by William 
Roscoe in the early 1800’s. 
Aldridge found the book 
while in the library of the 
British Museum. The book 
was just recently published 
and was a big success in 
England. Aldridge’s idea 
was to present it through 
different types of media 
including records, cartoon 
films, and a stage show. 


There were many 
volunteers that approached 
Aldridge for the album. One 
was Roger Glover, best 
known as the bass player for 
Deep Purple during the 
years 1969 through 1973; and 
co-writer of much of the 
group’s material, including 
“Smoke On The Water.” 
Glover’s enthusiasm won 
Aldridge’s choice as to who 

. would perform on_ the 


- album. Glover wrote all the 


music and lyrics himself 
basing his information on 
the characters in the book, 
and used all the finest rock 
talent he could find. Among 
‘the vocalists are Glenn 
Hughes and David 
Coverdale of Deep Purple, 
Ronnie Dio of Ritchie 
Blackmore’s Rainbow, 
Eddie Hardin of the Spencer 
Davis Group and John 
Gustafson of Roxy Music. 
Glover himself plays 
_ synthesizer, piano, guitar, 
‘bass and percussion on the 
” album as well as producing 
“it. He did an excellent job 
and his talent is aptly 
displayed on this LP. 

In October of 1975, . the 
stage play featured many of 
the original LP par- 
ticipants, Vincent Price, 
Twiggy, and the New World 
Symphony . Orchestra, 
directed by David Katz. 

Glover says that ‘The 
Butterfly Ball” was a 
creative challenge that 
expanded his musical 
horizons and will un- 
doubtedly lead, to other 


projects that do not involve 
a straight rock concept. And 
the ‘‘Butterfly Ball” is ‘‘one 
helluva start.” 


This is an excellent 
album. Once you listen to 
the first song you have to 
listen to the entire piece. It 
carries you from. the start to 
finish in a fantasy story with 
hares, moles, moths, mice, 
and caterpillars. 

“Wake up, wake up, its 
time to get up, the sun is 
shining. Now’s the day 
we've all been waiting for. 
Hurry, hurry, don’t be lazy, 
stop your dreaming. Here’s 
the dream come true that 
you can keep for ever- 
more.” With an introduction 
like that in the first song, 
can you see why I wouldn’t 
quit listening till the LP was 
finished? Listen to it, it’s a 
good album to really listen 
and get into. 


G. T. Moore 
G. T. Moore 
SRM-1-1065 (Mercury) 


G.T. Moore is an English- 
man and a reggae guitarist 
and singer. England was the 
first: country outside of 
Jamaica to react to reggae 
music. The heavy West 
Indian population in 
England helped this ac- 
ceptance, so it was only 
natural that G. T. Moore 
should absorb, play, and 
record this music. 

The album is a com- 
pilation of tracks from his 
two British albums, plus 
three tracks recorded in 
concert. 

The members of the bank 
include Martin Hayward, 
guitar; Tim Jones, organ, 
Tom Whyte, bass; Ted 
Bunting, saxaphone; and 
Tony Braunagle, drums. 
Moore formed his band in 
1973 and began working the 
pub scene around England. 

This group’s reputation 
began to grow rapidly and 
they were signed to.a 


recording contract by 
Britain’s Charisma 
Records. 


The live tracks on. this 
album were recorded on 
Nov. 5, at Friars, a small 
club, to capture the ex- 
citement .G. T. Moore has 
developed in England. for 
two years. Moore shows his 
many musical talents on 
this album singing, playing 
clip guitar, lead guitar and 
piano. 

There have been several 
white artists which have 
oceasionally used reggae 
for a song; Led Zeppelin 
and J. Geils Band to name a 
few. But G. T. Moore is the 
first to use the Jamaican 
rhythms for almost all of his 
music. 

As England can testify, 
and I agree, he is one of the 
best.

ROTC six- 
week course 
open for 


applicants 


UW-Stout sophomores, or 
any student with two years 
of college remaining, can 
become eligible for the 
advanced Army ROTC 
courses by attending a 
special six week program at 
Fort Knox, Kentucky. This 
six week program gives a 
student an opportunity to 
take a closer look at Army 
ROTC and its career and 
financial benefits without 
incurring any obligation. 
This program makes up the 
time lost by students who 
did not or could not take 
Army ROTC their first two 
years at UW-L. 


In addition to no 
obligation, students taking 
the summer program will 
be paid over $500 for the six 
weeks of training. They will 
also receive free room and 
board and reimbursement 
for transportation to and 
from Fort Knox. The course 
dates are May 28-July 8, 
June 11-July 22, and July 16- 
August 26. 


The Army ROTC Basic 
Camp emphasizes 
leadership development 
with instruction in military 
drill, tactics, history, 
weapons, communication 
and leadership techniques. 
If the student successfully 
completes the accelerated 
summer program and 
elects to enter the UW-L 
Army ROTC program next 
fall, he will receive an 
allowance of $100 a month, 
tax free, for ten months of 
the school year. That’s 
$2,000 tax free in addition to 
the pay for the summer 
camp. The total amount of 
financial aid a student can 
receive in his last two years 
of college is $3,000.

Program (HELP) coun- 
selors are busier than ever

University of Wisconsin 
System universities, two- 
year centers and statewide 
Extension. 

HELP is a_ tollfree 
telephone service for 
residents of Wisconsin. It 
was originally established 
as a central point for in- 
formation on all units of the 
UW System. Within the past 
year the enrollment 
limitations applied to some 
campuses have sharply 
increased the number of 
calls to the HELP coun- 
selors. 

Their single busiest day 
occurred on the first 
Monday in January when 
the two counselors an- 
swered 88 requests for in- 
formation. In that week, 
January 5 through 9, 
counselors handled a total 
of 319 calls, or only a few 
less than the 323 inquiries 
received during the entire 
first month of operation in 
September, 1973. 


In a recent 12-month 
period during which all calls 
to the HELP program were 
analyzed by type of in- 
formation requested, 
category of caller, and 
geographic dispersion of the 


users, a total of 6,549 
telephone inquiries were 
received by the counselors. 

Of those, about 22 per cent 
(1,455) were from high 
school guidance counselors, 
16 per cent (1,056) were 
from high school students, 
and eight per cent (536) 
were from parents of high 
school students. 


Re-entering and older- 
than-traditional university 
students accounted for well 
over 11 per cent (742) of the 
calls, while UW System 
faculty, staff and students 
were responsible for about 
28 per cent (1,822). Users in 
all other categories ac- 
counted for the remaining 
14 per cent (938). 


Calls during the period 
analyzed came from every 
county in the state, in 
roughly direct proportion to 
the percentage of the 
population residing in each 
county. Thus, 22.5 per cent 
of the HELP calls (from 
users other than guidance 
counselors) originated in 
Milwaukee county, where 
93.8 per cent of the 
population of the state lives. 
Only. .27 of one per cent of 
the state population resides 
in Marquette county, and 
only .27 of one per cent of 
the HELP calls originated 


. from there.

Bomb scare provokes ____ 
annoyance, nothing more 


Around 11 a.m. Thursday 
(Feb. 5) the telephone rang 
in the Stoutonia office. A 
voice reported, ‘‘There have 
been two bomb threat calls 
to an office in Harvey Hall. 
There are suppose to be 
bombs in Harvey, Frykland 
and Bowman.” 


A check - with security 
verified the threats. Chief of 
Security William Blumer 
admitted, ‘“‘There were a 
number of bomb threats this 
morning. Security con- 
ducted a thorough search of 
all three buildings and 
nothing was found."’ Several 
plainclothesmen assisted in 
the search in the attempt to 
keep the situation as low- 
keyed as possible. *‘It was,” 
Blumer continued, ‘‘an 
administrative decision that 
the buildings in question not 


be evacuated. The calls 
were felt to be... a prank.” 

There was speculation 
that the threats were the 
work of a student who did 
not want to take a test that 
was being held in one of the 
three buildings. 


The penalties for such 
threats are spelled out in 
state statutes covering 
crimes - against public 
peace, order, and other 
interests.

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Text service 
leaves library 


The textbook service, under the managership of Don 
Spagnoletti, has experienced an administrative placement 
move this semester, and will be moving physically in the 
near future. : 

According to Spagnoletti, ‘“‘The textbook service ad- 
ministrative position was moved from General Services to 
Learning Resources. The major reason for the move was 
that textbooks are another learning resource; therefore, 
they should be coordinated in one area under the super- 
vision of John Jax (Director of Media Retrieval Services).”’ 

Service Moves to South End 

The textbook service will also be experiencing a physical 
move in the near future, from the basement of Pierce 
Library to the Butler Building located behind the 
Fieldhouse. The Area Research Center will also be moving 
out of the library, to the Health Center basement. 

There have been several attempts over the past few years 
to expand the library facility. According to Jax, ‘‘The 
Department of Administration (Madison) said to move the 
textbook service out of the facility and occupy that space.’’ 

: Location Convenient 

Members of Stout's Administrative staff believe that this 
move will be more convenient for students during 
registration in that it’s located behind the Fieldhouse. 
Spagnoletti explained that the new facility will not be able 
to handle st textbook service during registration as 
efficiently as the present facility, and students will have to 
stand in lines outside because of limited capacity. 

Slight Inconvenience 

It is a general concensus of the administration that 
students will be inconvenienced two or three times a 
semester, especially when dealing with class changes, but, 
there is no other viable alternative at present. Spagnoletti 
further explained, ‘‘The move will have to be made while 
the majority of books are checked out to students. This 
means that the move will have to take place before April or 
be postponed until Spring semester. 

Jax, in final comment, replied, ‘I would like to view this 
move as temporary. If we get the addition to the library, the 
space will be programmed in (cost approx. $6.5 million).””

Later 
in the afternoon, a notice 
was placed on a bathroom 
door in South Hall saying 
that there was a bomb 
threat and that security had 
done nothing. However, a 
plainclothesman is not 
recognizable walking 
through a building during 
what is suspected to be a 
normal day of classes. 


There were no bombs, but 


the threats did happen. 


Later in the afternoon when 
the threats were made, a 
number of students became 
aware. Some commented, 
“What kind of a person 
would pull such = an

SSA adopts 3-year athletic budget

Early last year, the 
Student Service Assoc.'s 
(S.S.A.) finance committee 
was confronted with the job 
of forming and presenting a 
new three-year policy for 
the funding of the athletics 
department. The reason 
such a policy was to be 
formulated tas direct 
relationship with state 
officials and their future 
budget expenditures in 
regard to U.W. systems 
athletic fundings. 

The policy was started 
last year, so the S.S.A. had a 
jump on this year's request 
by state officials (Governor 
Lucey, Board of Regents) to 
establish a new three-year 
plan. The jing policy 
is an excellent example of 
student cooperation and 
participation. 

The policy was to consider 
whether the Student Assoc. 
would like to increase, 
decrease or maintain the 
total amount of funds 
allocated (over a three-year 
period) to the athletic 
department. A poll was 
administered to the student 


body and S.S.A. found the - 


following results: 59.5 
percent voted to maintain, 
28.6 percent voted in- 
creases, 6.4 percent no 
opinion, and 5.5 percent 


voted for decreased fun- 
ding. It will be interesting to 
see if the S.S.A. is behind 
the students and decides to 
maintain the present 
amount and administer that 
amount. over each of the 
next three years.

The policy leaves some 
room for economic changes 
such as inflation. The 
planned budget can be in- 
creased by an increase in 
this percent is 
determined by the U. S. 
government. It should be 


noted that this increase due 
to inflation will not exceed 
33 percent of the budget. If 
the rate of inflation goes 
beyond this amount, the 
policy will be suspended by 
a two-thirds majority vote

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The Winter Olympics are off to a flyi start 
as the athletes are now in the seeana fut of 
competition. The United States won its eighth 


medal on Tuesday, February 10. This breaks a- 


record for the United States Olympic Squad as 
the team surpassed the Sapporo Olympic Squad 
which won seven medals in 1972. 


The record breaking medal was won by Dan 
Immerfall from the University of Wisconsin. 
Immerfall, 20, won a bronze medal for the 
United States in the men‘s 500 meter speed 
skating. Immerfall was clocked at 39.54 just 
three one-hundreds of a second ahead of 
teammate Peter Mueller of Mequon, Wis., who 
finished fourth in the overall standings. 

Russia has now become the No. 1 nation in the 
Olympics Games as of Tuesday after the team 
picked up two more gold medals. Evgeni 
Kulikov won a gold for Russia in the men’s 500 
meter speed skating and Raisa Smetanina won 
the second gold of the day’s competition in the

Four years ago at the Olympic Games in 
Sapporo, Japan, the major network that 
covered the Olympics was critized for the 
coverage they gave. The major complaint was 
that too much time was spent covering com- 
petition in men’s and women’s downhill skiing, 
and men’s and women’s figure skating. It was 
pointed out that many events were not even 
mentioned during the entire telecast of the 1972 
games. 

This telecast of the 1976 Olympic Games has 
been very impressive so far. The major net- 
work that has been telecasting the Games has 
covered a wide variety of competition as 
compared to the 1972 telecast. | have also 
noticed that more expert comentators have 
been brought in for their professional insight in 
many of the events that have been telecasted. 
This adds a great deal more interest for the 
viewers as these comentators speak with ex- 
perience and knowledge about the different 
events. :

iBoard of Regents upset

The real red hot item was the proposed audit of the 
\University of Wisconsin academic programs by the 
Legislative Audit Bureau. There was extensive critical 
uestioning on the part of the Regents of State Auditor R. R. 
Ringwood, and his proposal. The Regents felt that 
academic-program-audit by the Legilsative Audit Bureau 
was inappropriate, that’s the job of the Regents; their job 
is to conduct financial audits. Therefore, the Regents 

ani i | a motion stating: ‘The proposed 


e confrontatio demic rights of a 
university in that the Regents are charged with reviewing 
programs as specified in the Merger section of the 
Wisconsin State Statutes. 


Now there will be a two phased study: the first being a 
review situation of programs utilizing survey methods. 
Afier the evaluation of survey results, if it indicates 
problem areas, then phase two will begin; that being the 
evaluation of the specific area. 

It was pointed out that the Regents eliminated 53 
graduate programs indicating that they are conducting 
program audits. Campuses should continually audit their 
academic programs. We also have another means of audit 
which is North Central Accreditation which reviews all 
programs quite thoroughly. They will beat Stout in April to 
conduct a ten-year review. 

Student Membership on Board of Regents Committees 


The United Council of Student Governments (Stout is not 
a member at this time) proposed the addition of students to 
all Board Committees as an effective input device. No 


action was taken, but U. C. was asked to work with Central’ 


Administration to determine student and faculty views on 

the subject. 

Mandatory Dorm Residence for Freshmen and Sophomores 
U. C. and United Residence Hall Council (U.R.H.A.) 

presented some arguments for removing the requirement. 

URHA will conduct surveys among students, citing possible 

increased dorm rent if such residence is optional, to 


determine student views. The issue will be considered at the - 


April Regents meeting. 
School Calendars Approved 


The 1977-78 school calendars were presented by the in- 
dividual campuses and they were approved as presented. 
Stout’s carried the note that we are working on a year- 
round calendar and may request a change. 


If we would request a year-round calendar, it would 
consist of a series of 12 modules, each one month. The great 
advantage of such a calendar is that courses would be more 
flexible. They could remain the same length (4 modes) or 
vary in length depending on the time needed. (Similar to the 
scheduling in the summer session modular schedule). Two 
obvious problems are that of housing and administration. 
With students coming and going at different times,

United Council, the 
statewide student lobbying 
group, has written a letter 
to Lucey recommending 
that a student be appointed 
to the position that was 
vacated by Regent Mary 
Williams in early January.

consideration as a Regent 
simply because he or she is 
a student. 


‘There are many 
qualified students with 
exceptional administrative 
and political skills as well as 
considerable knowledge in 
University operations. 
These people would serve 
the state with distinction 
while they represent the 
largest group involved in 
and affected by the 
University System — the 
students.”’ 

DeLoney said that in 
addition to the vacancy left 
by Williams, two more 
positions would be open by 
May 1, 1976. 


“We hope that the 
governor can find a way to 
represent ‘the greatest 
majority’ on the Board of 
Regents with a student 
voice — if not immediately, 
then in the near future,” 
said DeLonay.

|Dr. Richard Anderson

Dr. Ralph Iverson, founder

“The grading system itself 
corrupts the search for 
values."’ 

Another dream was to 
eliminate all prerequisites 
for doctrates and further, to 


eliminate all class 


prerequisites 
Simon-stressed the need 
for innovative people to take 
their chances to get through 
to values. ‘I need to find a 


chancellor willing to give 
me the incoming ‘fresh 


people’ chis new name for 
freshmen) and let me work 
with them for the whole 
year ”’ 

On the high school tevel, 
Simon suggested a ‘three 
tier’ curriculum = dividing 
the students’ day = into 
thirds. The first session 
would stress academic 


subjects while the second 


and third parts of the school 
day would. be devoted to 
developing sideline in- 
terests and education of the 
self. “Think of what your 
high school days would have 
been like, if your school

After a 
‘heated discussion, the Senate defeated a motion for such a 
budgeting. 

Petrie stressed the fact that if the SSA couldn't allocate 
the monéy, each individual baseball player would be 
required to contribute $60 to defray travel expenditures. 
Following the defeat of the motion Petrie forcefully stated 
that even without SSA support the baseball team will go 
south. 

Students Advice for Disciplinary Guidelines 

Senate Representatives: David Mann, Patty Cowhey, 
David Heideman, Randy Stevens, and Larry Swanson were 
appointed by USS to serve on the Disciplinary Guidelines 
Committee. These students will work with Dean Sam Wood, 
Chancellor Robert S. Swanson, and faculty senate 
representatives.

Budget cuts were big business at the UAA 
meeting held Monday night, Feb. 23. Patty 
Cowhey, UAA Treasurer and Student Affairs 
V-P elect, presented the 1976-1977 UAA 
recommended budgets to assembly mem: 
bers. 

Total requested funds for the seven 
commissions and executive account exceeds 
$140,400.00. Cutting that total, the budget 
must be cut to $89,000.00. Cowhey recom- 
mended calling for reductions in al! requests. 
Organizations, activities or commissions 
realizing the most severe cuts were the Fine 
Arts Association, cit from $3,100.00 to 
$1,300.00; Termites Literary magazine 
reduced from $4,400.00 to $2,200.00; Sym- 
phonic Singers, $5,582.50 to $857.50; band 
$67,770.00 to $2,489.50 and PCDC, $33,190.00 to 
$19,800.00. 

Cowhey met considerable opposition from 
Jack Riley, Cultural Commission 
representative. He contended that a cut from 
an organization under his Cultural Com- 
mission would hurt all Stout students, thus 
jeopardizing their cultural education 

“The Cultural Commission is the largest 
commission and I feel we were. unduly cut 
We're the ones who work with the most 
people. This is a highly technical school and 
I'd like to-see lots more offered in the arts 
and humanities.'’ Cowhey countered with an 
argument that the Fine Arts Commission 


‘doesn't necessarily~‘appeal to the entire 


student body. She was reminded by Riley 
that the previous year the Fine Arts Com 
mission received $3,600, and all of a sudden 
were cut to half of that,’ by Cowhey 


Riley was told that the cuts were only 
recommendations of budgets that will be 
presented for SSA approval. At that point 


Riley moved to amend the budget recom- . 


‘mendation for an additional $2,000.00; raising 


the total of all budgets to over $96,000.00. The 
motion was not supported by other UAA 
members after Cowhey explained that if an 
additional $2;000. was to be allocated to Fine 
Arts, some commission would be reduced 


Later in the meeting, Riley commented 
that he didn't think the people in UAA~had 
been making. their decisions with con- 
sideration of their constituents. He lamented 
that his requests had been railroaded 
through and that their dental was the result 


“T take that personally,” 
adding, ‘I'm doing the best job I can with the 
best interests of the people."’ Cowhey will 
assume her SSA duties of VP. of SA in 
March 


A proposal by Jerry Florian of the SEC, 
was made to UAA members calling for 
volunteer agents to ‘“‘sell tickets, 10 apiece.

New landlord-tenant bill in Congress

Menomonie’s off-campus 
housing situation is tight 
Consequently, student 
tenants forget about’ lan- 
dlord rights and respon- 
sibilities. 

A residential-landlord and 
tenant act (Senate Bill 392) 
has passed the state senate 
and now rests with the 
assembly. It tries to remedy 
student-landlord neglect .of 
mutual responsibilities. 

The present landlord- 
tenant law is vague and 
unclear. It simply states 
that a tenant must pay rent 
and the landlord must 
provide the dwelling place 
The responsibilities of 
landlords and tenants to 
each other are not spelled 
out. 

The new bill was written 
to place landlords and 
tenants on an equal footing. 
The relationship is  con- 
tractual both parties 
have responsibilities to each 
other — if one violates the 
terms of a contract, the 
other party is protected. 


According to Tom. Mc: 
Causland, a staff member of 
People's Rights in Eau 
Claire, ‘‘Most people are not 
aware of their present 
duties and responsibilities 
as tenants. Consequently, 
students get ripped off on 
security deposits or are 
victims of the ‘$200 per 
month sardine can effect.’ 
This is the case where four 


students live in one room ~ 


and pay $50 per student per 
month. They accept it when 
housing is tight for fear that 
if they say something they 


will lose their house and 
have no place to live."’ 
McCausland asserted that 
it is time student tenants 
stand up for their rights

that. “‘It was.’ Mann stated, ‘without a 
doubt the poorest written article I have ever 
attempted.

Students graduating from 
UW-Stout this spring will 
find excellent employment 


opportunities, according to ° 


a report issued by the 
university's Placement 
office. The report shows an 
overall placement record of 
91 percent for graduates in 
the 1974-75 academic year. 
This year that figure should 
be around 94 percent, ac- 
cording to Robert Dahlke, 
director of Career Planning 
and Placement Services 

“It's been a good to ex- 
cellent year,’’ Dahlke said 
‘Business and industry 
were cut back, but there 
was still good recruitment, 
good openings in some 
businesses who previously 
hadn't visited Stout.’’ He 
sees an even brighter 
picture for spring 
graduates “I foresee a 
highly successful year,”’ 
Dahlke said, predicting 9 
percent placement record 
for the next graduating 
class. He bases -those 
predictions on past records, 
and the nuniber_ of 
recruiters currently visiting 
campus. ‘‘We're. going to 
have so many that it's 
possible we won't be able to 
give them all a full schedule 
of appointments,’’ he said. 
‘‘We are worried more 
about having enough 
students for them to in- 
terview.”’ 

Using old placement 
records, Dahlke checked 
the ratio of graduates to 
jobs back in 1924 and 4927 
He found it almost identical 
today. That is. with 10 times 
the enrollment, the ratio of 
jobs to students graduated 
is nearly identical to'an era 
in which the nation ex- 
perienced one of its greatest 
economic booms 


Officials in the Placement 
office attribute their high 
placement record, between 
9 “and 96 percent over the 
past few years, to the 
curriculum offered at Stout 
“The strongest thing we 
have going from a 
curriculum standpoint is 4 
combination of theoretical 
and practical education,” 
Dahlke said. ‘‘This is what 
our recruiters—are looking

for 


Kenneth Erickson, 
assistant director of Career 
Planning and Placement 
Services, said that industry 
is still looking for people 
with degrees, but it wants 
individuals with both a 
theoretical background and 
with practical skills. To 
illustrate this, Dahlke and 


Erickson cite the case of a 


recruiter from a_ large 
eastern company who flies 
into the Twin Cities airport, 
by-passes the colleges and 
universities in that area, 
and drives to Stout to 
recruit 


The kind of student that is 


' attracted to Stout is also a 


contributing factor to the 
success rate of the 
university's graduates, 
according to Dahlke and 
Erickson. “‘Our, unique 
programs attract unique 
students, kids that are 
pretty marketable,” 
Erickson said. ‘There -is 
Still a high percentage of 


transfer students with work - 


experience and older 


students These ex- 
perienced people are ex- 
tremely, marketable.” 


Erickson also noted. that 
Stout students are highly 


career minded “Our 
students are far more 
career oriented,’’ he said. 


“They really have some 
goals."’ 

Dahlke also pointed out 
that many Stout graduates 
have work experience, 
which makes them at 
tractiveéto employers. Some 
have obtained this ex 
perience from jobs held 
before enrolling in the 
university, while others 
have work experience 
through the university's 
independent study and field 
experienc e program 

“When they graduate, a lot 
of our graduates have some 
pretty. good work ex 
perience,’’ Dahike said 
There is definitely a need 
for the graduate with work 
experience.” 

According to the 
placement report, starting 
salaries for most Stout 
majors averaged better 
than $8,000 a year, and some

“Effective this semester, 
Stout will formally initiate a 
new policy which will make 
many new courses available 
to its students at essentially 
no. cost,’’ reports Jack 
Ganzemiller, Director of 
Independent Study and 


Field Experience 
programs. 

The policy basically 
states: “A student 


registered for at least the 
minimum full load, who has 
paid full fees for the 
semester, may enroll free in 
any UW-Extension credit 
course. The course may be 
taken on this basis if it is not 
offered on campus that 
semester or there is a 
schedule conflict and if 
approval is given that it will 
be accepted in the student’s 
degree program. Upon 
completion of the course, a 
transcript will be sent to the 
records office of the 
student’s campus.” 

It might be wise at this 
time to emphasize a few 
points before the proposed 
procedures are discussed. 

1. This policy 
specifically is talking about 
academic credit offerings 


by UW-Extension. Offerings . 


entitled ‘‘Continuing 
’Education’’. or those 
awarding only C.E.U.’s 
(Continuing Education 
Units) are not covered. In 
fact, a separate policy 
states,. “Students may not 
attend continuing education 
offerings at reduced rates 
or fee waiver.” 

- 2. This policy relates to 
many: different delivery 
systems offered by UW- 
Extension including:

There are well over a 
hundred college credit 
courses in their catalog. A 
student has a calendar year 
to complete a correspon- 
dence course and may 
request an additional ex- 
tension. 

“T will always have 
several up-to-date copies in 
my office for student use in 
addition to a copy with each 
Program Director and 
Department Chairman,” 
said Ganzemiller. 

With the. demise of mini- 
sessions and_ possible 
reductions in maximum 
credits allowed per student 
on campus, more students 
may become interested_in 
the future.

Motivation Good for Students oe 
The physics dilemma at Stout. Who's right; 
the And ct who contend that the Mechanics 
and Electricity course should be taught at a 
competency level, or the students who com- 
plain that the course is not effectively ad- 

ministered? 
Mechanics and Electricity was changed to 
years ago. The ad- 
vantages of teaching the ciass under the new 
concept are’ great. Faculty members have 
_more time to assist students with problems, 
students are given a less regimented schedule 
to follow, and they can work at their own pace. 
Students can literally determine the grade 


they want in both Mechanics and Electricity 


and Light and Sound. If a student isn’t happy 
with a grade he receives on a test, he can take 
the test over until he accomplishes the grade he 
wants. Likewise, students are given the op- 
portunity to finish both classes early in the 
semester by putting in extra time. 


Most students unha with the new physics 
in Aaeehenien and Elec- 


tricity, ; do these # expect? 
Mechanics and Electricity is a five credit 
course; therefore, they should be expected to 
put in at least five hours a week in the class, if 
not more. Since the course is taught on a self- 
based basis, students can work at their own 
pace. Those who need extra help in the lab can 
get it, something not entirely possible when the 
course was taught at lecture level and faculty 


members were not always available. 

We think it’s good there is at least-one course 
offered to students that requires a little 
motivation on the students’ part if they are to 
complete the course successfully. 


After all, these students are future 
supervisors, managers, and educators. ‘’On the 
job’’ work requires a certain amount of 
motivation too! 

Where’s the Sign? 

Four years ago, WSU schools, with Stout 
among them, merged with the U. W. schools to 
form the University of Wisconsin system. In the 
process, administrative shuffles occurred, 
school names were changed, and letterheads 


_ and envelopes had to be redesigned. 


Those of us at Stout made the transition fairly 
well, except for one minor detail. Where did our 
sign next to the Administration Building go? We 
presume the sign was removed. because it 
presented Stout as ‘Stout State University” 
and not ‘’University of Wisconsin-Stout.’’

Dear Editor, 


This letter is in reply to 
the two page article that 
was written in last week's 
Stoutonia on Physics. We 
contend that this article was 
one-sided and contained a 
lot of poor reasoning. The 
reason we call it one-sided is 
that no students were in- 
terviewed, just Hilgendorf. 
It mentioned one of the 
novel features of the course 
is that it is self-taught, self- 
paced and a new concept in 
education. We think these 
novel features and concepts 
are more like pit-falls. First 
of all, too little is learned for 
the many hours. spent 
studying. Physics has many 
complicated principles and 
these should be explained 
by physics teachers in 
lecture to increase lear- 
ning efficiency. Also, the 
course is run under noisy 
conditions, there are too 
many reference books, and 
the tapes are boring.

Student film producer spends 


nine proud, 


By Dawn Snider 

Associate Editor 
He is the only student at 

UW-Stout to write and 


‘produce a film. There 
‘ probably won’t be many 


others willing to put the 


time, patience and money 


into such a project for quite 
a while. : 
After nine months of 
intensive research and 
perfecting his production 
abilities, Gani Mandar is 
proud of his 16 minute, 
color, 16 millimeter movie. 
Titled, ‘‘The Wankel 
Engine,” the film is com-- 
plete’ with sound - and 
computerized animation. 
Mandar, who will be 
receiving his Master’s 
Degree in Industrial 
Education this May, 
dreamed up the film idea as 
an undergrad at Stout and 
presented his plan of action 
to math professor, David 
Ponick. , 


Luckily enough, Ponick 
had already programmed 


cards, “I think my part. in 


feeding the programs to the | 


computer and perfecting 
the drawings totalled 
around 200 hours,” Ponick 
said. It takes the computer 
12 minutes to print each 
drawing. 


After five visits to the 
Twin Cities, Gani Mandar 
received two grants, one 
from a Mazda dealer and 
one from a rotary company, 
to help fund the equipment 
cost of the film. Total cost, 


Mandar estimated, was’ 


$1,000. ‘“The operation of the 
film was done at a 1 to 2 
ratio (meaning that for 
every actual minute of film, 
Mandar was allowed two 
minutes to use aS an ex- 
cess). Hollywood producers 
typically work on a 1 to 10 
ratio of operation. 


Last Thursday evening, 
Gani Mandar held a 
premier showing of his film 
attended by numerous Stout 
faculty and Chancellor 


worthwhile 


Swanson. Mandar 
presented his copyrighted 
film to the chancellor, to be 
placed in the Robert L. 
Pierce Library. ‘‘I feel that 
I should give Stout 
something in return for my 
education. I also think this 
film will impress upon 
students the worthwhile 
things that can be done 
while in college, using 
school facilities,’ Mandar 
stated. 


He used the film last week 
to help write his thesis 
paper. It was shown to one 
group of Power Mechanics 
‘students, while the other 


“group received only the 


typical lecture. Mandar pre- 


and post- tested the students’ 


to see if the lecture plus film 
was more helpful than just 
lecture in understanding the 
Wankel engine.

Computer instructors will 
also be using the film to 
stress the use of a com- 
puter, while audio visual 
students will study Man- 
dar’s technique and 
production steps in unifying 
the film materials and in- 
tegral steps. 

Will he sell the film? 
‘“‘Maybe,’’ Mandar said, 
“Many people have asked 
me and I might as well for 
all the time I put into it.” 

“The Wankel Engine’”’ 
will be shown April 8 at the 
Applied Math Conference 
and is now available in the 
library film catalog.

Stout’s Big Blue Ice Machine just closed out 


the second consecutive season that included 
competition in the National NAIA tournament. 
During this winter’s campaign the Blue Devil 
hockey team posted a record of 15-10 against 
the hest group of opponents ever. 

Tracing the success of this team, however, 
has disclosed some surprising facts that the 
players themselves seem to take for granted, 
although they’re aware they‘re getting the 
short end of the stick. 

Over six months ago the hopefuls that were 
trying out for the team were running a coun- 
tryside course while their opposite numbers at 
other schools were skating. And when the Bive 
Devils did get to skate, it was in River Falls, a 
distance of 40 miles one way. Not only that, but 
the cost of ice rentals was borne by the players

* Falls arena. ice time ran over $400. and there’s 
really no way to calculate the cost of traveling. 
This was all before official practices began so 
that meant that all of the equipment used by the 
players was also’ provided by the players. 

Even when the team got ice at the Dunn 
County Arena (the ice and other facilities at 
Dunn County are also the responsibility of the 
players), the fact that it is natural ice means 
that it often is bitter cold for games and 
practices. Hockey is a hard enough game 
without trying to play with the flu or a bad cold. 

All this is difficult enough but not uncommon. 
After all, a player has spent a good dea! of the 
time being cold just to learn the game at 
countless neighborhood, rinks and parks. 

Unfortunately, this biq time team is not 
treated like one. Maybe it’s because the team 
rarely does anything in the Fieldhouse and the 
team’s visibility isn’t the best.  They’ve 
managed with inadequate facilities, equipment 
shortages, and what amounts of budget left- 
overs. The hockey coaches have done what 
they could but they need the support of other 
coaches and athletic department hierarchy.

Merle M. Price, former 
Dean of Students, died 
Saturday, March 13, at 
Memorial Hospital. 


Dean Price, 74, retired 
five years ago after 42 years 
of service to UW-Stout. He 
joined the Stout faculty in 
1929 as Dean of Men and 
later became Dean of 
Students while teaching 
philosophy of education. 
Through his efforts the 
school became an early 
leader in student govern- 
ment as he involved himself 
in the formation of the 
university's first student 
senate and student par- 
ticipation in administrative 


’ areas. 
Dean Price was also_ 


responsible for opening the 
first student union on 
campus. 

According to Sam Wood, 
Dean of Students, ‘I doubt if 
there has been any one 
individual in the history of 
Stout that has affected the 
lives of students more than 
Dean Price.'’ Further Wood 
stated, ‘‘He had a 
relationship with students 
that) you couldn't un- 
derstand how it happened, 
but even new students knew 


‘ that he could help them. He 


was firm when needed, but 
was one of the warmest, 
gentlest people to talk to." 

Many people have 
commented that Dean Price 
was one of the most con- 
cerned people about student 
needs and their leadership 
abilities. It was because of 
this, that he came back to 
campus almost every night 
to talk to students in the

Price was truly a Dean of 
Students in*knowing what 
was best for students 
collectively and in- 
dividually.

- In an effort to provide 
more openings for new

- Stout and to gain greater 


efficiency in class 
scheduling, a _ credit 
limitation policy has been 
developed for im- 
plementation during Spring 
“pre-registration. Initially, 
students will be limited to 16 
credits. The policy was not 
designed to hinder or 
prolong programs. Under 
the previous policy, 
students — through careful 
planning could plan to 
complete degree work in 
four years. That remains 
unchanged. 


The previous policy 
permitted students to pre- 
register for 18 credits and 
carry a maximum load of 20 
credits. The new limitation 
does not change the load 
policy, only the pre- 
registration policy.

Similar polls conducted in 
other communities such as 
Miami, Florida, and the 
state of Delaware, found as 
low as one out of fifty people 
Signed the statement. In a 
poll conducted in 
Washington D.C. by PBC, 68 
percent of 2,300 federal 
bureaucrats refused to sign 
the words of Thomas Jef- 
ferson, even though a 
majority recognized them 
as part of the Declaration of 
Independence. 

The People’s Bicentennial 
Commission is a national 
citizens organization which 
believes that the Bicen- 
tennial of the founding of 
this country is the proper 
time to begin — re- 
establishing the rule of 
Democracy. PBC has done 
extension research into ,the 
Revolution and the 

_thoughts of the- Founders, 
and as a result has produced 
educational materials for 
use in thousands of 
libraries, churches, and 
schools around the country.

Retailers may cause 
artificial inflation | 


The Federal Trade 
Commission has _ instigated 
a new project .. . an in- 
vestigation of women’s 
retail outerwear prices. 


Laura Worsinger, 28, anti- 
trust lawyer, heads up a ten 
man staff who has begun to 
issue subpoenas to major 
manufacturing firms 
specializing in women’s 
wear. So far, 36 have been 
handed out to major firms. 


“The FTC believes very 
strongly,’ Worsinger ex-. 
plained, ‘‘that the fair trade 
laws produced artificial 
inflation of prices and that 
their repeal should mean 
far more competition in the 
marketplace.’’ The $14.00 
shirt on your back may only 
be worth $6, but all retailers 
have raised their prices and 
eliminated competition. 


Women’s outerwear has 
never been under fair trade 
laws. In the 1930’s, when the 
Miller-Tydings Act was 
passed, any state could 
write its own ‘‘fair, trade” 
law. Two-thirds of the states 


passed such laws, but none 
included women’s apparel. 

Worsinger and her tam 
will be holding private 
hearings with penalized 
corporations to determine if 
manufacturers are illegally 
maintaining prices by 
stating suggested retail 
prices. ‘If the manufac- 
turer’s retail price is un- 
derstood to be mandatory, 
that results in restraint of 
trade and is illegal. Even if 
the suggested price is un- 
derstood Worsinger con- 
tinued, “‘It’s illegal.” 

The FTC group will also 
check to see if maximizing 
profits at the retail level has 
led to high price pressure on 
the manufacturers.

She was seeded 73 up 
to the midwest regional 
meet and because of her 
excellent’ performance 
there, moved her seeding up 
to the 25th position in the 50. 
In the prelims, she swam 
her best time ever, 32.2, and 
qualified 15th. In the finals, 
she moved up to 14th place. 

This is especially 
Significant because all 
colleges and universities 
compete in one national 
division in women's 
swimming.

Tonight, Thursday, April 1, WVSS will convert to stereo 
broadcasting at 6:00 p.m. 


The changeover to stereo began seven years ago when 
Ace Mathews joined the speech department staff to coor- 
dinate organization of the Stout radio station. With a budget 
of $10,000, Mathews had all stereo equipment installed in 
the station. “Everything was stereo except the trans- 
mitter,’’ said Mathews. 


Until two years ago, though, the idea of offering total 
stereo to Stout students was a dream from Mathews. In 
1974, Mathews approached the SSA and sold them on the 
idea of financing total stereo conversions. He proposed a 
three step procedure, slowly but surely, purchasing new 
equipment and improving present facilities. 


“We paid a guy $300 to find a new frequency,” said 
Mathews, adding that it was finally determined that the 
station should breddcast at 90.7 FM. After deciding on the 
frequency, Mathews put out bids for equipment and ‘worked 
on the FCC license application. 


The station’s seven year old control board failed to meet 
FCC specifications because cheap transistors were being 
used in place of those required. Finally the board was taken 
care of and Mathews received a 1,000 watt transmitter from 
WHWC in Colfax. Soon his dream was becoming a reality. 


Announcers will be required to have a third class FCC 
certificate before going on air. Presently Mathews has 21 
staffers that have to cover for 54 shifts. Mathews will be the 
first to go on the air with a 15 minute program titled ‘‘Ping 
and Pong meet stereo.”

“Crash” Costello men- 
tioned that paper airplanes 
are actually more than just 
a pastime for many people. 
Leonardo De Vinci used rice 
paper to create primitive 
paper prototypes to invent 
the parachute. The U. S. 
Navy uses paper aircraft to 


“carry out aerodynamic 


experiments and ex- 
tensively tested the paper 
airplane’s first cousin the 
Frisbee in carrying many 
types of bombs before 
finally dropping the idea, 
and probably the most 
exciting development in 
recent times, came from a 
young father who was flying 
airplanes with his five year 
old son and invented an 
inverted wing design. The 
new design flew  con- 
siderably straighter in 
comparison to conventional 
planes and over greater 
distances. The con- 
figuration of the plane 


violates one of the 
aerodynamics most 
reversed laws, called 


“Bertulli’s 3rd law of 
Aerodynamics,”’ and, until 
being tested, many experts 
claimed it couldn’t fly. But 
it does fly and extremely 


well! . 
So, design away Stout 


aviators and hopefully 
you'll break some 


‘aerodynamic laws also.

Chief of Security William 
Blumer announced this 
week the passage of an 
amendment to the 
Wisconsin State statutes. 
“No person can be in 
. possession of any sign, 
- guide board, milepost, 
signal or marker of any type 
erected by the state or 
municipality for warning, 
instruction or information 
of the public unless he has 
legal proof of ownership.” 
The important issue was, 
according to Blumer, the 
addition of a section stating 
’ that whoever informs the 
authorities of unlawful 


possession resulting in a 
conviction and fine, will be 
paid by the court one-half 
the fine collected. 

The law further states 
‘possession means the 
presence of such a sign... 
or marker on premises 
owned or controlled by the 
person, including but not 
limited to a rented apart- 
ment, rented room or 


dormatory room. Persons — 


who voluntarily notify the 
law enforcement agency of 
the presence on their 
premises of sucha sign... 
Shall be exempt from 
prosecution.” 

Blumer stated, ‘‘This is 
the law and we urge

English dept opens 


man of honesty annual contest 


and integrity 


Monday, March 29, the Stout Food Service Executive 
Association presented Karl Ratzch Jr., famous 
restauranteur from Milwaukee. Ratzch’s speech centered 
around marketing and included interesting facts relating to 
the hospitality industry. 

For Ratzch marketing means numerous things, one of 
which is a point of differentiation. Being different means 
trying different gimmicks. Ratzch explains a gimmick 
should be original because what worked for one place may 
not work for another. Although such a gimmick is vital to 
marketing there are other prerequisites to them. 

Ratzch notes that it takes hard work to establish a 
restaurant. The main reason is because ‘‘at first you’re 
always chasing the immediate opportunity.” Management 
becomes so involved in the present that it doesn’t have time 
to plan for the future, Ratzch continued, “The only way to 
grow is through marketing but warns the only way to find 
time to market is be delegation.” Ratzch frankly confessed 
“trusting my employees to do a good job I thought I could do 
better myself was hard, but once I began to delegate I 
found other people could do the job as well, if not better, 
than I did.” Once he learned to trust his employees he found 
an avenue of time awaiting him for marketing. For Ratzch, 
marketing makes the difference between your great 
restaurants and the conventional ones. 


Ratzch cited change as a part of marketing. “Although 
change is necessary for success a restaurant should be 
gradually changing.” Too abrupt a change may wipe out 
the present clientele completely. No matter what the 
change is, the restaurant should always try to be the first to 
have it. 

Another aspect of the marketing job is to gain maximum 
exposure. This can be done a countless number of ways but 
all involve the media. Ratzch stated that ‘Although ad- 
vertising is expensive it is important, and can be held to a 
minimum by arranging government to pay partly or by 
bringing in famous chefs, which will increase business 
immediately.” What this all brings me back to is Ratzchs 
ideas of a gimmick. He mentioned that ‘Although not all 
gimmicks will work one must never stop trying to find one.” 
For Jimmy ‘“‘Diamond’’ Moran’s restaurant, the gimmick 
is putting an occasional diamond in one of his meatballs. 
For Paul Covey owner of the Four Seasons Restaurant it’s 
holding $60.00 wine courses on a Monday night to gain 
maximum exposure. But for Karl Ratzch Jr., it’s honesty. 

It’s the honesty that he gives each guest when their 
presented mouth watering food. 

It’s the honesty he gives his employees which, in turn, 
they give to him.

SS: 

Governor Patrick Lucey recently appointed a 
Marshfield doctor to fill an opening on. the 
Board of Regents vacated by Regent Mary 
Williams of Stevens Point. A statewide student 
lobbying group, United Council, supposedly 
representing U. W. campuses had pushed for 
the appointment of a student regent, but were 
unsuccessful. We breathe a sigh of relief that 
Lucey did not heed United Council’s suggestion. 

The idea of a student regent has been 


discussed for quite some time. Several sfates, . 


including California, New York, and Florida, 
already have student regents. Just because a 
student representative sits on the board in these 
states doesn’t necessarily mean the proposal 
will work in Wisconsin; the badger state offers 
a unique higher education program! 
Presently, Board of Regent members are 


appointed by the Governor, then approved by . 


the Legislature. The Regents do not represent 
any particular university, and each member 
may hold similar or opposing views on issues.

You may think that this problem could be 
solved by suggesting Lucey appoirit Michael 
‘DeLonay, United Council president, to the 
Board of Regents. This wouldn’t work because 
non-member ‘campuses of the University 

_ System would not receive equal representation. 
Also, DeLonay’s independence should be 
questioned because the student member would 
be subject to the direction of United Council's 
executive board. Hise ae 

Perhaps more than 50 percent of the work 
done by the Regents is done in committee. If a 
student was to be placed on each of these 
standing committees, there would be no change 
in representation. United Council and student 
government views, ideas, and suggestions are 
already being brought into these committees. 
What is proposed is being put to use. 

Think of the time a Student would have to put 
into aregent’s job! Appointments are generally 
for seven years. We feel seven years is too long 
and-unrealistic, because-the student must also 
maintain full-time status. 

Two more appointments to the Board of 
Regents must be made by Governor Lucey in 
May, If Lucey was to appoint a Student Regent 
the entire concept of the Board of Regents 
would be changed. No longer would the Board 
be an independent ‘citizen’ group. Instead, the 
Board of Regents would be representing 
various special interest groups. 


Should Access Be Available to Anyone? 

It seems quite apparent that educational 
institutions are gearing themselves toward 
administrative needs, not student needs. 


Administrators are so caught up in 
bureaucratic ‘‘red tape’’ required by central 
administration studies that time is lost to the 
student. 

There was a time when each campus was 
unique. We were allowed to have autonomy. A

are not obsolete 


Dear Editor: 

I feel I must respond to 
your editorial. 

I appreciate your concern 
for obsolete or incompetent 
teaching, having been a 
student myself for quite a 
long period of time. I agree 
with you that student 
evaluations of instruction 
are not a joke, and hope that 
all students will take them 
as seriously as they hope 
faculty members will take 
their grades. However, your 
concern for the’ im- 
provement. of _ instruction 
might not be well served by 
boycotts. The majority of 


faculty are tenured, and. 


thus extremely difficult to 
fire. 

The reasons for tenure 
are appropriate to the 
American way “of life: 
without academic freedom. 


which tenure protects, what 
you get in the classroom 
might not only be obsolete, 
but also be dictated “d 
political processes, as muc 
instruction in the Soviet 
Union is dictated. 
“Students are paying for 
a quality education .. .”’ to 
be a little more precise, you 
are paying directly for one- 
fourth of an education, and 


the quality is currently in 
some jeopardy. The. other 
three-fourths are paid for by 
the Wisconsin taxpayer. 
Surveys of faculty 
workloads consistently 
show that the average 
faculty member works over 
fifty hours a week. At Stout, 
I would guess that 
classroom duties take up 
the bulk of this time. For an 
instructor. to update his 
skills would require an 
exchange program with 
industry, or a leave of ab- 
sence to study or work in his 
field. This function is 
normally done through a 
sabbatical leave program, 
which the UW system does 
not have. (Plans for a

FOUL FOWL 


With spring upon us, our fine 
feathered friends are at fast retur- 
ning. Not all members of species are 
benevolent and beautiful, however. 
The following describes a par- 
ticularly irritating bird, which is 
most often (all too often) sighted in 
library settings: 

“The Razor Bill Page Slasher 
(Oxyrhynecus. Pagincidator). . . is 
indeed a predator of the most ob- 
noxious kind. Since it is nocturnal and 
extremely secretive, few have ever 
learned enough about this bird to 


‘recognize it. Its ordinary colouration 


is a perfect camouflage and its lack of 
identifying characteristics fails to 
differentiate this species from other 
more harmiess birds. When observed 
in predatory action, one quickly 
recognizes large digital! claws, and 
the presence of claws in modern birds 
must be regarded as primitive 
remnants. . .When apprehended in 
action. by librarians this bird is 
usually netted and plucked.”

Pesach, the Passover, is 
the Festival of Freedom for 
the .Jewish people It 
commemorates in prayer, 
song, and feasting the flight 
of the Children of Israel 
from Egypt. It recalls a 
time 3,000 years ago when 
slaves had built great cities 
forthe Pharaohs. Led- by 
Moses, they were delivered 
from bondage on the night 
of the Pesach. Passover 
takes. its name from this 
time of Egyptian en- 
slavement when the angel of 
the Lord passed over the

This is in obedience to the 
words spoken by the Lord to 
Moses’ “‘Seven days shall 
ye eat unleavened bread.” 
This Biblical injuction, 
carefully observed over the 
years, recalls the day when 
the Children of Israel fled to 
freedom in such haste-that 
they carried with them only 
unleavened dough to. be 
baked under desert suns

hot coals from the stove 
were lifted and boiling 
water poured over them. In 
kashering today, some 
pieces have to be dipped, 
others scalded. 

The next step in preparing 
for the Passover is 
removing all chometz 
(leaven food) from the 
house. While most families 
today set these forbidden 
foods into a locked cabinet, 
‘some still follow. the 
‘traditional ways of burning 


) the food. 


' The most impressive, 


if most profoundly moving 
; ceremony of the eight days 


of Passover is the Sedar, 
which literally means 
“Order of Service.”’ In this 
ceremony ali relive the 
story of the Exodus. Every 
member of the family takes 


an active part in the 
prayers, chants, 
recitations, and songs 


through which the story 
unfolds.. — 

The Sedar table is 
beautiful to behold. Along 
with the Passover dishes 


_and silver, goblets are 


placed at each setting, and 
in a place of honor is a 
special goblet for Elijah the 
Prophet. There is also the 
special passover plate upon 
which are placed the 
ceremonial Sedar foods. 
According to custom, it is 
the leader of the Sedar who 
places the symbolic foods 
upon the table: Three whole 
perfect matzoth, 
representing the Bread of 
Affliction, and also the unity 
of the three religious groups 
of the Jews; the roasted 
lamb bone, symbol of the 
Paschal lamb; the roasted 
egg, symbol of the festival 
offering; morror, sym- 
bolizing the bitterness of 
slavery; charoseth sym- 
bolizing the clay and brick 
used by the Israelites to 
build the treasured cities of 
Pharaoh; parsley, sym- 
bolizing the speak of spring 
and growth; salt water, 
symbolizing the tears shed 
by captive people.

-teuched> down ino Chicago 
and most of the group of 194 
participants in Soviet 
Seminar from nine 
Wisconsin campuses 
cheered whistled, or 
Clapped spontaneously Our 
experience had not been 
tinpleasant, but it was good 
to be home. Our arrival an 
Chicugo contrasted sharply 
with Our arrival in 
Leningrad The airport was 
drab and lacked the color 
and sounds that charac 
terize -American-—airports 
We were a bit apprehensive 
at the sight of the Soviet 
soldiers’ around eur plane 
after it landed in Leningrad, 
but US*-customs. officials 
might frighten a visitor to 
the United States : 

The -peeple seemed 
solemn and emotionless. A 
soldier carefully looked 
from me, to my passport, 
at me again, then back te 
my passport again, at me 
again and then began to 
furiously stamp my. visa 
and Soviet travel forms. As 
we waited in the customs 
inspection line, several tech 
students noticed the shoddy 
construction that we later 
learned is characteristic of 
buildings Later, in,Vilnius 
Lithiuania, snow drifted in 
our closed hotel room 
window : Dave and | 
spent a miserable night: We 
were not however without 
forewarning Earher in the 
trip a member of the SAS 
fiehtucrew that jomed us in 
Stockholm asked simply 
‘Why do vou want, to vo 
there ahvway He had not 
been pleased with the 
service ut hotels and 
restaurants during his stay 
in Leningrad and Moscow 

Thrs vear s Soviet 
Seminar lasted two weeks 
from March 13 to March 26 
and Stout's students were 
lead by Dr Steve Snyder 
The .group omet every 
Wednesday nightduring Grd 
_ quarter The purpose of the 
Course work Was to prepare 
students for the tour of the 
Soviet Union by provising a 
broad background in Svonvet 
history, polities. culture and 
life Onee in Leningrad 
Stout's group of 21 joined 
Stevens Point group of 11. 
Our. group visited three 
major cities. Leningrad 
Vilmius and Moscow The six 
#roups were together in 
Leningrad. but toured other

THE PEOPLE 
From the farst day our 
Intourist guide, Albena, was 
helpful, efficient — and 


_ courteous. She is a native of 
Leningrad and seemed 


particularly proud of her 
city. She spoke very little 
about politics Her feelings 
of nationalism seemed to go 
beyond political belief She 
Was usually responsible for 
takihg-us on two tours each 
day We were required to 
attend rpeetings with: the 
Friendstiip: Societss. and 
Albena saw that we ot toe 
them At other times we 
were free to travel around 
the city as we pleased. The 
Friendship Society ts a 
Communist. student 
organization that helps 
organize schooltrips to the 
Soviet Union. The society 
arranges informal = social 
meetings between Kussian 
and American students 

During our tour of the 
elaborate former Czars’ 
Winter Palace in 
Leningrad, | told’ Albena 
that I was getting a feehng 
about .the great disparity 
between the rich and the 
poor that existed during the 
reign of the Czars She 
remarked quietly, 
Yes something © great 
happened in 1917. that 
changed that.” 


On the train between 
Vilnius and Moscow, Albena 
was an enthusiastic) par 
ticipant. in our berth 
packing fun. Twenty eight 
sweaty Students and Atbena 
secupied a.tiny 4 bunk 
berth j 

Generally the people were 
friendly, but they seemed 
reserved and. guarded 
toward us, they seemed sad 
hey didn't smile often and 
talked little with one 
another Vilnius. Luthuania 
Was the exception The 
people drank, © sang and 
seemed to enjoy life more 
than the people of Moscow 
and Leningrad. A tall, good 
looking Eithuanmian bravely

conversation — with her 
husband, she accepted The 
young students of an 
English. school in’ Vilnius 
were enthusiastic and 
spontaneous toward us

Russtan youth are eager 
to imitate American dress 
and money seems no object 
One member of the group 
sold a pair of Western boots 
to ‘a young Russian in 
Leningrad, When the price 
had been agreed upon, the 
American explained as well 
as he could that these were 
his only shoes ~ The Russian 
then took him to a shoe store 


bought him shoes but sill 


gave him the negotiated 
price. This Stout student 
who shall remain nameless 
spent the rest of the trip in

In the book Message from 
Moscow, the anonymous 
author says that westerners

Stoutonia budget — 
meets opposition

Failure of a motion to 
reconsider a reduction in 
budgeted money for the 
Stoutonia caused Mark 
Oehlike, senator-at-large, to 
abruptly leave the student 
senate meeting Tuesday 
evening. Oehlke had in- 
troduced the motion and left 
when'\ the motion to 
reconsider failed with a 
voter of 17 to 3. The motion 
stated that the budget 


‘should be cut from $35,000 to 


$32,000. 

The cut was to have been 
deducted from the salary 
portion of the Stoutonia 
budget. In his argument for 
the salary reductions, Fred 
Baumgartner, IRHA 
senator from South Hall, 
stated two main arguments 
for the salary cut. “I would 
question if the Stoutonia 
provides as much in- 
formation as WVSS — and 
WVSS has no salaries.” He 
felt that the Stoutonia is an 


activity in which students 
should want to participate 
for entertainment purposes. 


There was little support 
from the senate. This was 
apparent with the defeat. of 
the motion to consider the 
motion to cut funding.

The monies were received 
too late to hire faculty to 
mount new. courses for 
spring semester. Therefore, 
Chancellor Swanson 
proposed that funds be 
allocated to promote the 


development and =  im- 
plementation of com- 
petency-based = education 
and other instructional 
innovations and = <im- 


provements. 


Faculty members were 
asked to submit proposals 
for competency-based 
courses wit 


fall of 1976. 


One hundred proposals 
were submitted to Floyd 
Hummel, coordinator of the 
project, and assistant 
professor of mathematics. 
According to Hummel, 
about half the proposals will 
be funded. ‘‘Twenty-one 
readers were appointed by 
the Faculty Senate to 
evaluate the proposals,’ 
Hummel said. “A 
prioritized list willbe sent to 
the chancellor for final 
determination of funded 
proposals. They will be 
officially announced April 
23 with activities beginning 
May 24.” 


Competency-based in- 
struction is not entirely new 
on campus. Currently, Stout 
has several courses pat- 
terned on this technique. 
Physics uses computer- 
generated test materials for 
repeat testing to attain 
mastery. Basic accounting 
courses (PPI), a student 
teaching course, and a 
program seminar for 
graduate students are all 
competency-based courses.

background and other 
broadening aspects. of 
human skills needed for 
effective communication in 
everyday living,’ Swanson 
explained. ‘‘We must 
rernember the value of the 
university degree and not 
forget the part of making a 
living.” 

CBI makes individualized 
instruction possible but not 
a requirement, explained 
Swanson. If students have 
expertise in any area, they 
may begin to learn where 
that expertise ends. 

Hummel commented, 
“The major thrust of CBI is 
to develop faculty skills 
further, to turn them on to 
in their 
courses. It’s an investment 
in human resources as 
opposed to equipment and 
things.” 

Swanson added that CBI 
emphasizes widespread 
faculty involvement in the 
improvement of instruction 


_ and development of faculty 


expertise. 
CRITICISM 

CBI has been criticized 
for being undemocratic.

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“Teacher's union bill 


dies in legislation

A bill allowing UW- 
System teachers and 
academic staff to bargain 
collectively with their 
employer, the State of 
Wisconsin, was killed in the 
state legislature in March. 
Proponents of unionization 
claim that a concentrated 
effort by regents, central 
administration in Madison, 
and UW-Madison and UW- 
Milwaukee faculty 
leadership led to its death 

The legislation (ABS5I11) 
was proposed by the 
Association of University of 
Wisconsin Faculties 
(TAUWF), and was an 
update of a similar bill 
submitted two years ago by 
that organization A 
counterproposal by the 
Board of Regents (AB900) 
was the result of a year of 
investigation by a special 
committee. This ‘com- 
mittee, the Task Force on 


Collective Bargaining for 
Post-secondary Education, 
interviewed representatives 
from various aspects of the 
education fields and experts 
in labor relations. Both bills 
were sent into the 
Legislature’s Committee on 
Labor where AB511 was 
passed on to the floor for 
debate and AB900 died. 
The major differences 
between the two pieces of 
legislation were, according 
to Mr. Fred Breisch, an 
active TAUWF member, 
Chairman of the Faculty 
Senate, and Instructor in 
the math department, lie in 
the areas of resolving 
conflicts and the scope of 
the bargaining. Mr. James 
Solberg, a regent local 
Menomonie attorney, and 
Vice-Chairman of the task 
force maintains that the 
issues are mostly 
philosophical and that the 
Regents were attempting to 
pioneer new legislation with 
AB900 in that they were 


rejecting the old ‘industrial 
model"’ of collective 
bargaining and creating a 
new concept better suited to 
education. 

Solberg admitted that the 
Regents’ and Madison's 
Central Administration 
would prefer not to have to 
enter into labor 
negotiations, but if forced, 
wanted to have their bill in 


to counter the TAUWF 
proposal. Solberg also 
mentioned that he can 


foresee a teacher’s union 
around 1980 and TAUWF 
promised to continue 
working for unionization 
through Federal levels and 
court actions 


The issue of the scope of 
bargaining centers around 
the topics of promotion, 
tenure, conditions of em- 
ployment and like matters 
AB511 would enavle faculty 
to bargain on those issues 
which AB900 doesn't. Ac- 
cording to Briesch the

Baldus Pawn chat informs students, 
administration activities 


discusses 


“In the state legislature 
we moved a mountain in the 
morning and another in the 
afternoon. In congress it 
seems to take months to 
move a bucket of sand." 
With that cynical 
assessment, Congressman 
Alvin Baldus opened his 
campaign for re-election to 
the House of Represen- 
talives. 

Baldus brought his low 
key campaign to 
Menomonie last Thursday 
(April 22) when he appeared 
at UW-Stout. His campus 
visit began at 7°30 a.m with 
breakfast in the Presidents’ 
room. A move downstairs to 
the Pawn brought him face 
to face with a roomful of 
eager students 

“This is not a formal 
affair,”’ said Faculty Senate 
president Brooke Anson in 
his introduction, ‘‘but 
Congressman Baldus was in 
town and wanted to take the 
time to visit with his friends 
on campus " 

“I know I have a lot of 
friends in Menomonie,” 
explained Baldus, “for good 
or bad or whatever, I know I 
had a lot of support from 
this community. I use 
weekends to get public 
discussion going to get ideas 
from citizens,'’ he con- 
tinued. “'It is of help to me to 
know what my district is 


thinking when in a face to 
face confrontation on issues 
as a representive."’ 

“In the whole federal 
government, there are a lot 
of experts,’ Baldus ex- 
plained. ‘I am in certain 
areas, but we have others to 
gain knowledge from. Those 
in congress need to draw 
from the various agency 
expertise to learn to bring 
about change." 


The first question of the 
morning dealt with 
President Ford's large veto 
record) How can_ the 
democrats join together to 
block vetos? Baldus replied, 
‘A veto proof congress does 
not exist. The only time they 
are is when we are dealing 
with public interest type 
bills such as health and 
education."’ Questions then 
turned to the present ad- 
ministration, political 
campaigns, the economy 
and our countire’s deficit 
spending One student 
wondered if there is a limit 
to deficit spending. In reply 
Baldus stated, ‘Jerry Ford 
did not want to introduce a 
budget which was the 
biggest one ever, but 
economists said he had to, 
or else you would not spell 
recession as such, but 
rather as depression 
People have commented 
that we can increase in- 


Estimated tuition climb

terest rates and dampen 
inflation, but only for a 
short term. It was the wheat 
sale and vil (OPEC) that 
caused our inflation. In- 
creased interest rates 
added to _ inflationary 
problems, and we still 
haven't learned that yet. It 
is also affecting inventory, 
especially a year ago 
Merchants could not get 
merchandise because 
companies were lowering 
their reserves, working in 
the negative.”

paigning for re-election to 


congress on November 2 
His opponent is a republican 
from the LaCrosse area, Dr. 
Adolph Guncerson, M.D. In 
response to his opponent, 
“He will be a_ strong 
challenger. He has the 
financial -backing to make 
this campaign a_ bigger 
media race than the last." 


In conclusion Baldus 
commented, ‘I wart to 
thank you very much. It has 
been interesting to me. I 
hope it has demonstrated 
what I believe represen- 
tative government is. “

The Wisconsin Student 
Association is presenting 
the first public showing of 
Underground, the new film 
by Emile de Antonio, Mary 
Lampson, and Haskell 
Wexler about the Weather 
Underground Organization. 
Underground is believed to 
be the only film the U.S. 
Government and the FBI 
attempted to suppress to 
prevent its distribution to 
the public. It will be shown 
at 7:30 and 10 p.m. in the 
Memarial Union Theater, 
Madison, Wisconsin, April 
29, 1976, with de Antonio and 
Lampson speaking before 
both shows. 


Underground is an 
historically important 
documentary featuring 


interviews with fugitive 
Weather leaders Bernadine 


Dohrn, Billy Ayers, Jeff 
Jones, Cathy Wilkerspn and 
Kathy Boudin. It is being 
premiered in Madison 
because the city was one of 
the birthplaces of the anti- 
Vietnam war movement 
which spawned the Weather 
Underground and has a long 
history of radical political 
activity. 

After going underground 
to make the film in the 
spring of 1975, the fiim- 
makers were served with 
Federal Grand Jury sub 
poenas demanding that they 
appear in Los Angeles to 
turn over the incomplete 
film and to answer 
questions concerning the 
whereabouts of the 
fugitives. Since the film- 
makers considered this 
direct interference with 


their right to make a film, 
they made it clear that they 
would go to jail on contempt 
citations rather than meet 
the government's demands. 

After a committee of 
influential Hollywood 
personalities was formed to 
fight the subpoenas the 
government dropped the 
matter and the film was 
completed. ¢

The contest, sponsored by 
NFIB in cooperation with 
the Intercollegiate Studies 
Institute, offers a total of 
$7,000 in scholarships and 
other prizes to winnei's in 
high school and college 
university divisions. 

First place .winners in 
each division will receive 
$1,000 scholarships and will 
be sponsored as guests at 
the August meeting of the 
Mont Pelerin Society at St. 
Andrew's’ University, 
Scotland. Second place 
winners in each division will 
receive $500 scholarships, 
and a total of 20 runners-up 
will each receive $100. 


The Mont Pelerin Society, 
founded in 1947 by Nobel 
Prize-winning economist F. 
A. Hayek, annually brings 
together some of the world’s 
most distinguished  in- 
tellectuals. Buckley and 
Professor Friedman, a past- 


president, are but two of its 
prominent members. 
Students from all levels of 
higher education, from 
junior college to graduate 
school, are eligible to

writing competition. 

“The theme is ‘‘The 
Future of Capitalism: The 
Market Economy vs. The 
Planned Economy .in 
America’s Third Century." 
The contest commemorates 
the 200th anniversary of the 
publication of ‘“The Wealth 


; of Nations.” 


Scotsman Adam Smith 
published his monumental 
work on March 9, 1776, 
about four months before 
the signing of the 
Declaration of In- 
dependence. Many believe 


that Smith’s statement of - 


the principles of free 
market economics was as 
revolutionary — and as 
important for freedom — as 
the great political document 
written in Philadelphia by 


Thomas Jefferson and John° 


Adams. The latter, in- 
cidentally, had his own copy 
of ‘‘The Wealth of Nations.” 

Smith's argument that 
free enterprise, not 
government activity, makes 
a nation prosperous has 
been hotly debated from the 
day his book was published. 
It is under attack today in 
America, the nation 


generally considered to be 
the most capitalistic — and 
most prosperous and free — 
on the globe. . 

Senators Hubert Hum- 
phrey and Jacob Javits, for 
example, recently in-. 
troduced legislation calling 
for the establishment of a 


_ government board to carry 


out “economic planning” 
for the entire United States. 
No debate on the merits: of 
this proposed ‘‘Balanced 
Growth and Economis 
Planning Act” can fail to 
take into account the 
principles advances by 
Adam Smith 200 years ago. 

Judges in the college- 
university division of the 
essay contest are Dr. 
Arthur Shenfield, noted 
British economist, barrister 
and past-president of the 
Mont Pelerin Society; Dr. 
Israel Kirzner, professor of 
economics at New York 
University; and Dr 
Richard F.. Staar, associate 
director of the Hoover In- 
stitution at Stanford 
University. 

Among the judges in the 
high school division is 
William E. Simon, U. S. 
Secretary of the Treasury.

administration (for one 
PSE position), based on an 
annual cost figure, is 
$7,928.”" 

Lerman. also said that 
administrative costs for the 
PSE jobs are below four 
percent, although 
legislation permits the costs 
to be as high as 10 percent. 

“We have, by careful and 
judicious administration, 
distributed over 96 percent 
of total PSE monies in the 
form of wages and fringe 
benefits for the  par- 
ticipants,’’ he said. 

He also noted that the

he said. 

Lerman also severely 
criticized the Ford Ad-

PSE funding under Title 6 of 
CETA, and for phasing 
down of other CETA 
manpower programs. ‘A 
seven percent unem- 
ployment rate for 
Wisconsin, with eight 
percent in-the nation, is far 
too. high for the government 
to be eliminating job 
programs for those who 
need jobs most — the 
economically disad- 
vantaged,”’ Lerman said. 
“The President's budget 
proposal, will mean 35 
percent fewer dollars next 


year for Wisconsin’s 
manpower programs, and 
thousands of people 


deprived of meaningful jobs 
and job training,’’ Lerman 
said. ‘‘Eliminating. Title 6 
funds alone will knock 4,400 
PSE employees off their 
jobs in the state.” 

‘What is to become of the 
4,400 people employed with 
Title 6 funds when that 
money is no_ longer 
available? Ford argues that 
they will be absorbed by the 
private sector, but our in- 
formation indicates that 
recovery in Wisconsin 
private industry is slow, and 
that these people will not 
find jobs,”” he said. 

Title 6 money runs out on 
June 30, the end of this fiscal 
year. Congress is currently 
working on a proposal to 
extend Title 6 through 
September 30.

disheartened with TM benefits overrated 
roommate news — 
“lemon” deal? 


Students who applied for Resident Advisor 
(RA) positions and accepted for next year were 


surprised. when told they could expect room-— 


mates for the 1976-1977 school year. 

‘While we’re not condemning or condoning the 
action taken by Housing to utilize as much 
living space as possible, we do question the 
tactics used to inform future RA’‘s that they 
could expect roommates. 

When applications were being circulated for 
the openings next year, Housing should have 
told the candidates that they should not expect 
single rooms for the coming year. Instead, 
applicants assumed that single rooms would be 
available, as in the past. . 

Believe it or not Housing staffers, some kids 
who applied and were accepted for RA jobs did 
so only because they thought they were 
guaranteed single rooms. Sure, a desire to help 
other students probably stimulated many to 
apply for the jobs, but we’ bet that the 
financial considerations and other benefits also 


played important roles! 


There are other factors that Housing must 
also consider including: What's to become of 
confidentiality when a student can’t come to 
his-her RA for fear that the RA’s roommate will 
find out? What if the RA gets a “lemon” 
roommate and can’t get along with him? How 
will students be able to respect an RA who can’t 
even get along with his own roommate? What 
about paperwork? Is the RA going to be writing 
his weekly reports and filling out student 
evaluations in the dorm office, or will he stili be 
able to perform these functions in his own room 
without fear of his roommate finding these 
confidential reports? The list goes on and on . 

There are quite a few disillusioned RA’s 
walking around campus now. They feel they 
have been cheated; that their suggestions are 


being ignored.

Lois Von Berg, director of . 


Financial Aids, stated that 
at the end of fall semester 
1975, over 3,000 students (15 
percent) that received 
financial aids earned less 
than 12 credits. Financial 
aids are awarded on the 
basis that a student is full- 
time (12 credits or more). 

Von Berg explained that 
the major problem lies with 


students who register for .

American history, young 
people may deliberately 
choose to become less 
educated than their 
parents.” That comment 
was made by Harvard 
economist Richard 
Freeman and MIT 
professor J. Herbert 
Hollomon who have been 
studying the college market 
for the past several years. 
“We have arrived at a point 
where a growing number of 
people may be destined to 
remain underemployed — 
or by implication, 
overeducated."’ In the long 
run, this may mean, “the 


~ virtual end of education as a 


means of upward mobility 
in society.”* 


Until recently, a college 
education was a necessity. 
The rewards were very 
clear: college graduates got 
better jobs, earned more 
money and had access to 
political power and social 
prestige. The college degree 
was a ticket to a com- 
fortable life. 


For the first time since 
the depression of the ‘30s, 
graduates are standing in 
unemployment lines or 
taking jobs for which they 
are overqualified. A recent 
study indicates that ap 
proximately 27 percent of 
the nation’s work force may 
be composed of people who 
are ‘‘overeducated”’ for the 
jobs they hold. 


Stout's 


“The University~ has 
retained its basic mission 
and its basic educational 
philosophies on which it was 
founded more than 80 years 
ago,’’ commented Chan- 
cellor Robert Swanson last 
fall to a gathering of 
alumni. ‘We're still placing 
our primary emphasis on 
career preparation; that is, 
preparing men and women 
for the world of work. 
Because of this, most of our 
students are finding em- 
ployment after completing 
their studies here, in a time 
when other college 
graduates are experiencing 
great difficulty getting 
jobs.” 

The employment picture 
for graduates at Stout is far 
from bleak. During the past 
several years, the 
placement record has 


master’s degree people 
once dominated, M.A.’s find 
positions the B.A.’s held, the 
B.A.’s work in retail sales or 
pumping gas, for example, 
that used to. go to high 
school graduates. And those 
with no higher education at 
all find that the only posts 
they can count on are 
already filled by the 
“overeducated.”” 


The employment crisis of 
the well educated did not 
begin with the class of '76 
now will it end with it. 
Contrary to popular opinion, 
it was not caused by the 
recession or its aftermath, 
but stems primarily from a 
structural problem that 
almost nobody foresaw ten 
years ago. The U. S. 
educational system is not 
preparing people to fit the 
needs of the U. S. job 
market. 


Many changes have oc- 
curred in our society which 
have altered the world for 
which students are being 
educated. There was an 
explosive growth in the 
educational system itself 
between 1952 and 1964. With 
the expansion of the 
aerospace industry, there 
was a heavy demand for 
scientists, engineers, and 
literally more scholars of 
every specialty. By the end 
of the ’60s this was no longer 
true. 


ranged between 90 to 96 
percent, with an anticipated 
placement of 94 percent this 
spring. 

A variety of factors 
contribute to the consistent 
success of Stout graduates 
in the job market. The most 
important one seems to be 
the specialized nature of the 
institution. 


Stout was founded in 1893 
by Senator James H. Stout 
as an educational ex- 
periment designed to 
prepare men and women for 
the world of work. Many 
changes have occurred in 
society and higher 
education, yet Stout still 
retains that purpose as one 
of its primary functions. 


‘*Historically, this 
university has not tried to 
be all things to all people,” 


situation in his book The 
Overeducated American. 
There was a demand for 
graduates in industry and 
government in the ’50s and 
'60s; however, the post- 
World War II baby-boom 
generation began earning 
degrees which resulted in 
an oversupply of graduates. 
Simultaneously, govern- 
ment-sponsored research 
programs declined which 
limited the demand for 
scientists, and with the zero 
population movement, the 
demand for school teachers 
lessened. Therefore, college 
graduates sought jobs 
unrelated to their fields of 
study outside the 
managerial and 
professional ranks. They, in 
essence, became un- 
deremployed. 


Even yet, the colleges and 
universities still persist in 
cranking out talent.

Senate opposes appointment Minnesota student 
of student to Bd. of Regents 


The University Student 
Senate decided to oppose 
the appointment of a 
student to the Board of 
Regents The decision 
stemmed from a statement 
made by  VP-legislative 
affairs, David Hoffman 
The prepared statement 
summarizes three reasons 
for the decision 

Hoffman feels that the 
Board of Regents does not 
represent any special in- 
terest group. The Board is 
essentially a representative 
group of taxpayers deciding 
how their money is to be 
spent. Should students be 
appointed to the Board, 
other groups (faculty, staff) 
may want appointment to 
the Board. Second, ac- 


cording to Hoffman, 
“Students have always been 
accepted and welcomed at 
Board meetings and 
committee meetings.” 
Finally, Hoffman feels that 
“having someone on the 
committees does not mean 
anything has to happen. It 
would mean one vote 
anyway, and even a motion 
would need a_ second.”’ 
Having a student on the 
Board of Regents would 
hamper the communication 
between students and the 
board members. It would 
imply, ‘talk to your 
student, and not to us,” 
explains Hoffman 
Agreeing with Hoffman, 
Dean of Students Sam Wood

explained, “A student 
regent would be a person 
that is completely different 
than any other person of the 
Board. The others are 
merely residents of the 
state who represent the 
taxpayers of the state. The 
student regent would be 
representing the students. I 
feel it is a political move. 
There are 140,000 votes in 
the university system. It 
seems to be timed for an 
election year."’ 


Wood felt that labeling a 
regent “The Student 
Regent’’ would make the 
regent separate from the 
other Board members. 

The  senate’s recom- 
mendation will be made 
formal in a letter to Doald 
Smith, Senior Vice 
President for Academic 
Affairs in Madison. 

The recommendation will 
also include the idea of the 
appointment of a ‘‘young 
person”’ to the Board. This 
recommendation followed a 
discussion of the age of the 
average regent. One 
senator felt it would in-, 
crease communication 
between students and the 
Board

The appointment of a 
University of Minnesota 
junior by the Minnesota 
governor, Wendell An- 
derson, complies with a law 
passed by the 1976 Min- 
nesota legislation which 
says that a student or recent 
graduate must be named to 
the board. 

Michael W. Unger, a 
political sciencc and speech 
communications major at 
the University of Min- 
nesota, was appointed. In 
the past year, Unger served 
as chairman of a group of 
twelve student represen- 
tatives to the board. The 
group was responsible for 
presenting views to the 
regents. 

“Some of my primary 


concerns will be in the areas 


of tuition and academic 
freedom,’’ Unger said. He 
supports the idea of student 
financing for the  con- 
troversial Minnesota Public 
Interest Research Group. 
He feels, ‘‘It is a good, ef- 
fective way for students to 
express themselves. 
Without that kind of 
channel, students would feel 
some of the frustrations of 
the '60’s. 

Unger expects that there 
may be some problem 
initially with other regents 
not, ‘‘treating me as a co- 
equal. But if I do my 
homework, there shouldn't 
be any problem. After all, 
there’s never been a student 
on the board."’ 


Regents approve 
$20 increase 
in tuition 


The Board of Regents 
approved a 6.6 percent 
tuition increase Friday. The 
increase will affect non- 
resident students who will 
see a $212 _ increase. 
Resident undergrads will 
pay an additional $20. 
Residence hall fees were 
increased an average of 8 
percent across the system 
schools and food service 
costs were raised an 
average of 6.5 percent 
across the state. There will 
also be a $7.00 increase in 
segregated fees.

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Tenure battle rages 
las

“The faculty is not 
growing as rapidly, in terms 
of numbers, as it was five or 
six years ago. There aren't 
as many eligible for tenure. 
We are being cautioned 
about the future size of the 
university. These factors 
are making us more 
cautious about tenure 
cecisions,’’ commented 
Sam Wood, dean of 
students. 

There is more talk of 
instructors being denied 
tenure or not returning to 
Stout this spring than at any 
time in the past. Rumors 
are spreading through 
campus, and students often 
don't understand what is 
happening, or why. 

Tenure Defined 

What is tenure? The 
definition varies from 
administrator to ad- 


ministrator, instructor to 
Instructor 

Vicechancellor Wesley 
Face notes’ that the 


historical roots of tenure lie 
in the preservation of 
academic freedom. In this 
way, the university and 
faculty would be protected 
while searching out the 
truth as they see it. They 
would not loose their job 
because of this. “In my 
mind, it is job security in 
that sense."’ 

Instructors have many 
definitions of tenure. ‘‘Job 
security."’ ‘Tenure is given 
after a number of years for 
two reasons. Number one, 
as a reward for a job well 
done Secondly, to preserve 
a faculty member's 
academic freedom In this 
way, a faculty member is 
covered from hassle with 
the administration.”’ 
“Tenure is a matter of 
kissing their (the ad 
ministration) hands for the 
first five years. I mean 
actually going out of your 
way to be nice to them; to 
entertain them. There are 
three categories: criticism, 
middle of the road, and 
being aggressive in kissing 
their hand. Middle of the 
road is not enough.” 
“Tenure means you have 
passed a_ probationary 
period during which you are 
evaluated. It means you 
have shown you can make a 
contribution to the 
university. You also have a 
specialty needed by the 
university now and in the 
future.’’ 

Generally, instructors 
feel that the tenure system 
is good, although the results 
of tenure are not always 
good. ‘‘Tenure can work for 
you or against you. It is 
necessary, since we don’t 
have any other system.”

Success Demands 
Patience 

If hired on the ‘‘tenure 
track’, a faculty member 
comes under consideration 
for tenure after a maximum 
of seven years of probation. 
At this time, he is examined 
by his department, his 
department chairman, and 
the dean of his school. The 
dean's recommendation is 
then taken to the chancellor. 
“The big problem is 
achieving tenure initially. 
An instructor has a decision 
to make. Is he willing to 
stick it out long enough?”’ 
The reviewal process may 
take as long as a year. 

“T expect to find out 
whether I have been ac- 
cepted for tenure next 
month, although it may take 
as long as next fall.’’ “I 
have taken five months of 
going through the proper 
channels to have my con- 
tract renewed. It’s a game 
of patience. It doesn’t pay to 
lose your temper, you can’t 
make the machinery go any 
faster.” 

After hearings, 
discussions, and long hours 
of waiting, the day comes 
when the dean of his school 
approaches the instructor. 
‘One of the most rewarding 
things as an instructor is to 
be given tenure by your 
peer group. Then you know 
your peers feel you have 
professional expertise.” 

But what about the in- 
structor whose dean carries 
bad news? Why is he 
refused tenure, and what 
makes him different? “I 
was hired on a tenure track 
I was told that as long as 
there was still a position, I 
would be tenured. My 
department chairman says 
the position no longer exists, 
yet the students are there, 
and the courses will con- 
tinue to be taught.’’ This 
instructor was puzzled over 
the termination of his 
position. ‘“The reasons I was 
given for my contract not 
being renewed was that my 
credentials are not good 
enough for the position. 
Work quality hasn’t been 
taken into account, they feel 
credentials are more im- 
portant.”’ 

Dean Wood says, 
“Students don’t understand 
that there may be an out- 
standing faculty member 
who is not given tenure. 
This is not always an ob- 
jection to a_ person’s 
teaching. The department 
chairman may want a new 
 aetsog in the Cle OF to 

g in fresh ideas. Or, he 
may feel that the depart- 
ment needs a certain 
specialized person to offer a 
more balanced program.”’ 
Face supports this view, 
stating, ‘‘There may be 
many good reasons for not 


gran tenure that do not 
imply instructor is not 
competent.'’ Face ex- 


plained that a change in the 


job market, a major change 
in the direction of any 
particular field, or financial 
limitations may affect 
tenure decisions. 
Tenure Criteria 

There is a debate over 
what the criteria for 
awarding tenure should be. 
There is not real way to 
determine whether an in- 
structor will be good for the 
rest of his life 

Instructors agree that two 


factors are of vital im- 
portance student 
evaluations, and _ subject- 
area competency. As one 


instructor pointed out, 
“‘How important are college 
evaluations? Most contact 
is with the students, which 
is more important.” 
Competency ‘‘relates 
specifically to whether the 
instructor is current with 
trends in his field.”’ 

The administration looks 
for other indications: 
credentials, service to the 
university, and personal 
differences. The faculty was 
generally dissatisfied with 
the criteria used. ‘‘They 
have looked at my 
credentials. I don’t have a 
doctorate, I am working 
toward it. I don’t feel that 
this is critical at Stout in 
this department. We don’t 
offer a major or minor. 
Students take one course, 
and that may be it."’ ‘‘As far 
as service to the university, 
I am not so sure about the 
validity as it relates to 
tenure. Instructors 
overextend themselves to 
the point where they don’t 
give their all to their 
students. We need time for 
preparation and research.”’ 
“Sometimes classroom 
experience is ranked at the 
bottom. Things other than 

rformance seem to be 

portant.’’

Fighting Back 

After being refused, a 
faculty member = may 
choose to ask for a hearing 
conducted by the dean of his 
school. This is merely a 
time for the faculty member 
to discuss the reasons for 
not being awarded tenure, 
as well as any new in- 
formation. The dean can 
then either reverse or 
reaffirm his recom- 
mendation. If he chooses to 
reaffirm it, the next step is 
an appeal to the All- 
University Committee. At 
this hearing, the burden of 
proof lies with the faculty 
member. The committee 
reports to the chancellor, 
who reverses or reaffirms 
the previous decisions. This 
is the final verdict. 

The course many in- 
structors then take is 


through a lawyer. In this 
Situation, the primary 
function of the job must be 
compared to the job 
description. The terms of 
the contract and the 
promises made at the time 
of hiring must be examined. 


One instructor felt, ‘‘It all 
goes back to contract 
violations. If you perform 


well, they should carry out 
their promises."’ 


Tenure's Affect 

On Instruction 
Unfortunately, tenure can 
sometimes affect — in- 
struction. ‘Tenure is a poor 
excuse for doing a poor 
job." ‘Student evaluations 
are gometimes used as a 
tool. Those who are tenured 
and in good standing, but 
have bad evaluations, are 
left alone. They can do what 
they want."’ ‘Tenure can be 
used as a security blanket. 
It creates weeding out 
problems for the ad- 


ministration.’’ ‘‘Often, with 
a tenured faculty member, 
they have to compromise 
and teach a course they 
may not have specialized 
knowledge about.” 
Projections for 

The Future 

Several of the faculty 
members predicted that 
unionization will play a 
prominent role in the 
university's future, possibly 
replacing tenure.

Junk food popular item on Stout 
students’ daily food allowance 


By William Treiber 

It’s unlikely that a person 
eats a perfectly balanced, 
nourishing meal every time 
he sits down to the dinner 
table. 

Even more unlikely would 
be the discovery of a college 
Student, married or un- 
married, who had the 
ambition or time to watch 
what foods were acceptable 
to his body and palate. 

Stout students are no 
different than any other 
college segment of society. 
They have ‘‘junk food”’ 
habits and eat meals-on-the- 


run which can cause 
malnourishment. 
A number of Stout 


students recently surveyed 
on the topic of food. 
Although the questions 
asked were quite simple, 
many interesting facts can 
be formulated from them. 
There were over fifty 
students surveyed and of 
these sixteen were married. 
The remaining students 
included equal represen- 
tatives from both male 
female. Majors included in 
the survey were hotel and 
restaurant, dietetics, in- 
dustrial technology, 
business administration, 
general home economics, 
education, fashion mer- 
chandising, and early 
childhood. These are the 
general results of the 
survey. 

Are you concerned about 
the food you eat? As far as 
nutrition goes? Taste? 
Quantity? All of the 
students responded YES. 93 
percent stated that nutrition 
was the single most im- 
portant factor affecting the 
kinds of food they eat. There 
was concern shown by the 
students regarding the topic 
of junk food. The term 
‘junk food'’ one student 
explained as ‘‘The food I eat 
when I'm in a hurry and 
need to fill my gut.’ The 
‘remaining seven percent 
were concerned largely 
with taste. 


Do you feel you .know 
enough about the food you 
eat, not to have to worry 
about it’s agen ya 7 
two percent 
know and 48 percent replied 
no. Seventy percent who 
answered yes were 
married. The remaining 30 
percent were Hotel and 
Restaurant majors and 
dietetics majors. The main 
reason for their certainty 
was possibly from their 
knowledge gained through 
education. 

Forty-eight percent an- 
swering no, believed the 
food they consumed might 
be hazardous to their 
health. Food additives, 
preservatives and 
processing were mentioned 
as reasons for their skep- 
ticism. In addition, many 
students felt they have no 
choice about the food they 
eat because of food service 
policies implemented 
through the university. A 
few answering no, mainly 
juniors and seniors, found 
the union and alternative 


eating places more 
desirable. 
Do you have any set times 


of day which you eat? Do 


times? ‘‘No’’ was almost a 
unanimous answer for all 
single students. Main 
reasons given were because 
of class schedules and 
general activities. The 
married students eating 
habits were more 6 
This question - related 
closely with another which 
asked students whether hé 
thought his-her lifestyle as a 
student affected the times 
and types of foods eaten. 
For the most part, students 
replied ‘‘yes.’’ Married 
Students generally planned 
the main meal in advance. 
The primary factors af-- 
fecting. their menus were 
cost, supplying the right 
kinds of food, having the 
proper quantity available at 
each meal, and keeping 
within their budget limits.

Single students seem to 
confirm that a lack of time 
forces them to eat on the run 
or grab a bite here and there 
keep going 
throughout the day: 

Do you think you are 
influenced in any way by 
newspaper or magazine 
articles, as well as TV? 

Seventy-two percent 
said no, 28 percent yes. 
Those students answering 
yes seemed to be more open 
minded and talkative about 
their reasons. Reasons 
concerning both the positive 
and educational aspects 
such as_. informative 
magazines and newspaper 
articles, conflicting with 
those giving the negative 
aspects. On the contrary, 
students responding ‘‘No’’, 
were quick to the point and 
said, ‘‘No, not at all,” or “I 
have my own set patterns of 
eating.” 

Is the world food situation 
a problem? If so, how would 
you solve it? One-hundred 
percent said YES, 
clarifying not in the U.S., 
but in the — of the world. 
With general understanding 
of the problem by all the 
students, only one —— 
give suggestions to solve it. 
He poirted out an im- 
provement in the areas of 
the Green Revolution and 
the application of bioxides 
might help remedy the 
situation. He further 
suggested - 
plementation of mandatory 
birth control methods for 
teh underdeveloped 
countries. Lastly, he 
mentioned the possibility of 
educating countries toward 
better agricultural 
utilization of land.

We're being bombarded with incredibly 


monotonous rock concerts and dances | 


throughout the year. This ‘‘culture’’ is a sure 
sign of intellectual stagnation. Thrumming, 
screeching rock music offers no sensual 
stimulation - it onlty-numbs—the—senses.—Its. 
educational value is negligible. 

What about sponsoring a few more classical 
cultural: activities? Some piano and string 
quartet concerts, some mime performances, 
maybe even a ‘symphonic_orchestra? Such 
events have been sponsored this year, but they 
were poorly publicized. Even so, the student 
response was favorable; in enthusiasm if not in 
numbers. Consider, for instance, the over- 
whelming reaction to University Theater 
productions this year. 

“Noonchildren’’ received more attention 
‘than any university production has in a long 
time. Still, we wonder about the level of un- 
derstanding at this college when we hear 
giggles during a very serious scene. 


atone itimeli colnmthes exiled ni Stout that 
saw to such educational and cultural activities; 
that was its only function. It was called the 
Assembly-Lyceum Committee and was headed 
by some dyriamic people who thought such 
activities were important enough to a college 
education to be included in its socia! calendar. 
The biggest complaint they received was that 
they didn’t get any ‘‘big names’’. Jim Croce, 
the Minnesota Symphony, and Glen Yar- 
borough weren‘t good enough. Hal Holbrook 
was here with his ‘Mark Twain’ im- 
personation and received minimal reaction. 
(He is currently getting international acclaim 
for his role as_Harry Truman in ‘‘Give ‘Em 
Hell, Harry’’). Big names start out as small 
names first, remember? 

Dean Norman Zieman, president of the A-LC 
for twenty years, stated that student at- 
tendance at their events wasn’t too great even 
then. ‘‘Anything resembling a higher level of 
culture didn’t draw,”’ he said. 

The A-LC was eventually split into two 
coequal committees, a Speaker’s Forum and 
what would be the equivalent of the current 
Cultural Commission. Student turnover cost the 
commission its leadership and, therefore, its 
funding. 

Why aren’‘t the organizations comprising the 
Cultural Commission doing anything? One 
answer might be that they are in a fight for 
their lives. Already budgets for Symphonic 
Singers, Band, and Termites have been 
drastically reduced. They have their hands full 
maintaining their financial status without the 
added worry of educating the rest of the student 
body culturally. 

The student body is being inundated with 
hammers and cookies; it could use a little 
culture. Enough interest does exist among 
students and faculty to establish a committee 
similar to the former A-LC. Anyone with a 
symphony in their heart and a spark of in- 
novation in their eye should; contact Bill 
Siediecki at 1114 or Peg Bisek at 2432. A series 
of well-planned, well-publicized, technically 
adept cultural events might even keep people 

on. campus. for the weekends... But_most_im- 
portant, ft ‘would help create a well-balanced 
educational atmosphere in jthis cultural 
wasteland euphemistically called Stout.
